NOVELTY IN BIG GANNON 


SHRUNK JACKETS REPLACED BY 


THIN STEEL RINGS DRIVEN ON. 


Model Is Now in Chicago, Where It Has 
Been Inspected by British Experts— 
Engineers Speak of It Highly— 
Long Life, Cheapness, and Portabil- 
ity Are Features of the Arm—Al- 
leged Elimination of Imperfcctions 
Due to Process of Casting. 


Representatives of the British War depart- 
ment have been in Chicago in the last few 
days inspecting the model of a wonderful 
new cannon which is at present locked up 
in a vault in the New York Life Building 
awaiting transportation to Washington and 
thence abroad. 

Instead of one huge casting and a suc- 
cession of jackets shrunk upon it—the proc- 
ess used in making all large cannon—this 
gun is simply a succession of thin steel 
rings forced upon the central tube by hy- 
draulic pressure. If the gun is a success it 
means that big cannon’ in the future will 
cost but a fraction of their present value 
and that in stead of thousands of dollars 
being expended in transportation of un- 
wieldy pieces, monster cannon can here- 
after be carried in sections as ballast. 

The representatives of the British gov- 
ernment went away convinced that the in- 
ventor had brought about a revolution in the 
manner of making cannon. 


No Cast Steel in Gun. 


There is practically not a single piece of 
cast steel in the new gun. The expensive 
process of casting, one of the things which 
makes a modern cannon cost into the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, is entirely 
done away with. Not having any castings, 
there can be no flaws, the terror of modern 
big gun manufacturers. 

The largest piece of metal in the gun is 
the central tube containing the bore, which 
is nothing more than a thin steel tube, 
slightly conical externally, with the large 
end toward the breach. On this tube thin 
rings of rolled steel, the thickness of a buzz- 
saw, are forced by hydraulic pressure. In 
one respect the process is an exact reversal 
of the modern method of shrinking steel 
jackets upon the central tube of big guns. 

The steel in a modern cannon, by the ex- 
pensive system of casting in vogue, costs 
nearly $2.50 a pound. A big coast defense 
gun, like some the United States has been 
setting up along the Atlantic, costs from 
$100,000 to $200,000. The huge Krupp gun 
at the World’s Fair cost $300,000, and thou- 
sands of dollars more to transport it. 


Life of a Big Gun. 


These big cannon come so nearly being 
one piece of steel, and the present method 
of casting has so many imperfections, that 
a big gun will hardly hold together for 
more than fifty to 100 shots. Once the gun 
shows a defect, no matter how slight, it Is 
ruined. 

The new cannon is practically indestructl- 
ble, and the larger the gun the safer it can 
be made. The principle involved is so sim- 


iB 


ple that United States army men and engi- | 


neers who have had a chance to inspect it 
have burst out Jaughing, not at the gun; Dut 
because no one ever Of it before. .- 

The steel rings of which the new gun fs 
composed make heating an impossibility. 
As long as the tube holds together the 
rings will take up the heat, which will lose 
itself between the rings. The strain will be 
transmitted from the tube to the rings, pro- 
tecting the former and rendering the tube 
practicably Indestructible as long as the 
rifling holds out. Four steel rods parallel 
to the bore of the gun reinforce the rings. 


Advantages in Transportation. 


The gun will be of special advantage when 
it comes to overland transportation. The 
simplest of hydraulic presses, which could 
be carried on the back of a mule, would put 
a twenty-ton gun together, and a pack 
train of a dozen mules could carry a can- 
non large enough to destroy a modern bat- 
tleship. A gun as large and powerful as 
the Krupp cannon exhibited at the World's 
Fair could be carried on two canalboats. 

The gun has already been inspected by 
the superintendent of the United States Ord- 
nance department, and preparations are be- 
ing made to construct a, large gun at the 
United States navy yard in Washington un- 
der Colonel Blood’s direction. An English 
firm is already constructing several of the 
guns for tests abroad. 

The model now at the New York Life 
Building was constructed under the direc- 
tion of Duane Doty, chief engineer of the 
Pullman company. C. C. Chapin is financing 
the new gun. 


MRS. LANGTRY’S YACHT SOLD. 


Bidding Is Slow and the Price Realized 
Not Large—Bought by J. 
Lawson Johnston.

World.]—The sale of Mrs. Langtry’s yacht 
White Ladye took place today and attracted 
a big crowd of spectators but few bidders. 
The auctioneer asked a bid of £20,000, but 
had to come down to £8,000 before he could 
elicit an offer. The bidding went on slowly 
till 411.200 was reached, at which price J. 
Lawson Johnston was declared the pur- 
chaser. Johnston is the recent purchaser of 
the Prince of Wales’ Britannia. Cheers 
greeted the conclusion of the sale. 

The vessel cost to build for Lord Ashbur- 
ton (Francis Edward Baring) $200,000, and 
Mrs. Langtry spent $100,000 in decorating 
the yacht and her state boudoir suite. A 
few years ago Mrs. Langtry refused $110,000 
for the White Ladye, and the vessel was 
chartered to the late Ogden Goelet of New 
York, who used her until his palatial steam 
yacht Mayflower was about completed. Mr. 
Goelet, who had possession of the White 
Ladye for about four years, is understood to 
have paid something like $5,000 yearly for 
her hire alone. 

Mr. Johnston today said: “ I shall take my 
family on a voyage to the Mediterranean in 
January, and after the spring season I shall 
go to Quebee and Montreal and shall make 
a tour of the lakes.

The plan at present under consideration 
is to enjoin Governor Tanner from incor- 
porating the subject of apportionment in 
his call for a special session.

Those Back of the Scheme. 


The Democratic State Central committee, 
backed by the Cook County machine, seems 
to be behind the movement.

want the gerrymander perpetrated during 
his administration disturbed until the Dem- 
ocrats again get control of the General As- 
sembly. 

They base their plea for recognition in the 
courts on the law providing for reapportion- 
ment once in ten years. The Republicans, 
however, hold that this law does not say 
there shall be no reapportionment during the 
intervening period. 

In justification of the gerrymander made 
by them in 1893 the Democrats contend noth- 
ing was done by the Republicans to meet the 
requirements of the 1890 census. It is shown 
that they apportioned the State in 1880, but 
made no changes in that apportionment at 
the expiration of the ten years, when a new 
census was taken. 

In the event they cannot enjoin the Gov- 
ernor, the next step, so a member of the 
Cook County machine said yesterday, will 
be to test the constitutionality of the reap- 
portionment, in the event one is made, in 
the Supreme Court.

The passenger train consisted of four 
sleepers, one day coach, a smoker, two mail 
coaches, and two baggage cars. It was 
drawn by locomotive 734 in charge of En- 
gineer John Chamber and Fireman Edwards. 
C. W. Mitchell was tne conductor. 

The freight was drawn by switch engine 
64. It consisted of only « five cars. The 
freight was waiting for a signal from the 
Western avenue tower. It was on the time 
of the passenger train, and for this the yard- 
master was blamed by the conductor of the 
passenger. 

Engineer Chamber said the freight had no 
red lights out and that he failed to see the 
obstruction on his track until it was too 
late to come to a complete standstill with 
the heavy passenger train.

The engine struck the rear freight car 
solidly and splintered it. The two middle 
cars were thrown across the through tracks 
of the Chicago and Northwestern railway, 
which are parallel to the St. Paul tracks, 
causing a delay of an hoyr or more in the 
schedule of that road. 


Switch Engine Overturned. 


The forward freight car and the switching 
engine were overturned and damaged. The 
pilot of the passenger engine was smashed, 
but it did not leave the tracks. 

The passengers were considerably shaken 
up, but the weight of the train prevented 
the shock from being excessive. 

K. Miller of Milwaukee was seated in the 
smoker. He said his valise was thrown 
by the force of the collision from one seat 


to another. 
Traffic Is Delayed. 

The passenger train was drawn. back to 
the Union Depot and it went out over the 
Evanston division only about an hour and 
a half late. The Chicago and Northwestern 
schedule was somewhat deranged, but the 
wrecking crew reached the scene within a 
short time and the wreck was cleared away 
inside of two hours. 

Engineer Chamber laid the blame for the 
accident. on the freight crew. or the yard- 


“The train was upon my track on my time, 
and I had no warning of its presence,“ he 
said, until within less than two blocks of it. 
I began to slow down at once, and brought 
the passenger to a twelve-mile rate of speed 
pefore-we struck. The freight had no busi- 
ness attempting to pass out ahead of us. I 
suppose that either the yardmaster or the 
freight crew are to blame for the accident. 


There was no red light to be seen about the 


freight when we struck. Whatever you say 
about the smashup, do not say I was drunk, 


for I was not and the accident could not 
have been avoided by any precautions 1 
might have taken.” |

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BOLD INSURGENT RAIDS. 


STORES ARE ATTACKED IN THE SUB- 
URBS OF HAVANA. 


General Blanco Greatly Vexed at the 
Failure of the Troops and the Po- 
lice to Arrest or Checkmate the In- 
trepid Cubans—Raiders Are Within 
Gunshot of the Captain General's 
Palace and Are Virtually Surround- 
ed by Soldiers, but Escape.

Havana, Cuba, Nov. 24.—| Copyright, 1897, 
by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World. ]—A few insurgents raided Casa 
Blanca, within rifle shot of the palace of 
General Blanco, on Sunday morning. They 
staid almost two hours and looted a store 
within a stone’s throw of the Cabanas for- 
tress. They camped in broad daylight with- 
in a quarter of a mile and in full sight of the 
big floating dock, and they evaded squadrons 
of cavalry and a double line of fort garri- 
sons in going back to the country. 

Meanwhile another part of the same force 
raided Cojimar, near Guanabacoa. At mid- 
day both forces united und reached the hills 
in. safety. It was the most daring raid of 
the war. The point reached in Havana is a 
large village nestling under the walls of 
sabanas on the edge of the harbor just 
across from the palace. Although there are 
no guards in the place itself between it and 
the country is a district four miles broad, 
which is filled with troops. 


Fire on Blanco’s Palace. 

The dozen insurgents were of Aranguren’s 
party. They entered Casa Blanca at 1 a. 
m., passing within one hundred yards of 
Fort No. 4, the Cabanas Fortress, and took 
food, clothing, shoes, und medicines without 
alarming the sentries. Then they fired a 
volley across the narrow strip of water at 
General Blanco’s palace and retreated 
Amidst a tremendous fusillade, but none of 
known to have been kitled. They camped at 
Ingenito, a small sugar estate in ruins just 
outside the fort until 11 a. m. Two squad- 
rons of the Pizarro cavalry were sent to re- 
inforce the garrison, but the Cubans got 
safely away. Their shots were heard, of 
course, all over Havana, and caused conster- 
nation. Now the raid is the talk of the town. 


Officers to Be Degraded. 

Some Spanish officers are likely to be de- 
graded in consequence of the raids. Gen- 
eral Blanco is said to be extremely in- 
censed. A battalion of Havana police ar- 
rived on the scene too late, having been de- 
layed in embarking on the Havana side of 
the narrow bay. The party which attacked 
Cojimar had a lively fight. Many Spanish 
soldiers were killed. The Cuban loss is un- 
known. 

Last night another party, supposed to have 
been commanded by Aranguyen, entered 
Santa Maria Al Rosario and sacked the 
stores.

dent of that body, Dr. Abrahamovics, was 
once more compelled to suspend the sitting, 
and he soon afterward left the House. 

The departure of President Abrahamovics 
was the signal for a scene of the wildest dis- 
order. Dr. Wolff, the German Nationalist 
leader, clambered up into the President's 
tribune, seized a heavy bell, and swung it to 
and fro, materially increasing the disorder 
prevailing. The bell, however, was almost 
immediately wrenched from Dr. Wolff's 
hand. by Deputy Polock. 

While this incident was in progress chal- 
lenges to fight duels, and showers of billings- 
gate, and other insults were exchanged on 
all sides, until the interior of the House in 
every way resembled an inferno. 

A number of young Czechs and Poles made 
a rush for the President's tribune and at- 
tempted to tear Dr. Wolff down from the po- 
sition which he occupied, and they in turn 
were attacked by a number of Leftists an

was nearly strangling him when Pfereche, 
on the impulse of the moment, drew a pen- 
knife from his pocket and opened it, but 
he was disarmed by a colleague before any 
further harm was done. Herr Pfereche was 
by that time so exhausted by the choking 
he had received at the hands of Herr Polacz 
and was 80 overcome with excitement that 
he fainted, still further adding to the sen- 
sation. 4 

At this moment President Abrahamovies 
returned to the House, but after repeated 
and vain efforts to quell the disorder pre- 
vailing he closed the sitting of the House, 
In doing so, the President said: 

In view of the acts of violence which 
have occurred in the House today, I con- 
sider it my duty to close this sitting. Will 
those members who are willing to give me 
the names of the violent members please 
come to my office?” 

President Abrahamovics was greeted with 
cries of Polish scoundrel,“ Swindler,”’ 
“ Blackguard,”’ and Badini eunuch.” | 

One deputy was stabbed in the hand, an- 


other had his collar bone broken, a third re- 


ceived a severe scalp wound. 

Count Badini, the Premier, with a srfeer 
on his face watched the combat throughout, 
Herr Wolff declared that he would bring his 
revolver to the next sitting. 

Several members of the House accepted 
the invitation of the President, and, as a 
result, it is believed that Herren Schoen- 
erer, Wolff, and Pfereche will be arrested 
upon the charge of fighting in public.

CAN FILE ANOTHER PETITION. 


Judge Hilscher of Joliet Makes a New 
Order in the Condemnation 
Proceedings. 


Chief Counsel Hayes of the sanitary dis- 
trict received word yesterday .that Judge 
Hilscher of the Circuit Court of Win County, 
in the hearing of the condemnation suit 
by the sanitary district, in which the board 
asks for a change of venue from Will Coun- 
ty, had allowed the petitioners to file a sup- 
plemental petition and affidavits showing 
the increase in the prejudice of the people 
of Joliet since the filing of the original peti- 
tion Nov. 11. 

It has been reported to me,“ said Attor- 
ney Hayes, “ that threats have been made 
on the streets of Joliet to the effect that if 
Judge Hilscher grants the change of venue 
it will be his political death knell. I wish 
to say if the reports are true, as I believe 
them to be, that it is an outrageous attempt 
to intimidate the Judge in the performance 
of his duty and should not be dealt kindly 
with. 

In addition, the newspapers of Joliet, in 
publishing articles showing political com- 
plicity and political influence of persons who 
have signed affidavits asking for a change of 
venue, clearly attempt to unduly influence 
the court. 

Already 3,000 affidavits of reputable citi- 
zens of Will County, setting forth that there 
is prejudice existing sufficient to prevent a 


.fair trial, have been filed. 


The real reason the Joliet property-own- 
ers are so bitterly opposed to the change of 
venue makes it all the more apparent that 
they are not disposed that the sanitary dis- 
trict shall have a fair and impartial trial. 
It involves the condemnation of more than 
100 pieces of property, which will aggregate 
in value over $200,000, and it is important 
that the jury should be untrammeled and 
removed from local prejudices.”’ 


OFFERS TO ASSIST DURRANT. 


Widow of Arthur Forbes Says She Be- 
lieves Her Husband Committed 
the Murders. 


Fort Worth, Tex., Nov. 24.—[Special.]— 
The widow of Arthur Forbes, alias J. E. 
Blanther, who was arrested at Meridan, 
Tex., charged with having murdered Mrs. 
Philipinna Langfelt in San Francisco, and 
who committed suicide in the Bosque County 
jail, was located in this city today by the 
police officials. The woman now goes by 
the name of Ada Taylor. She says that she 
married Arthur Forbes at Little Rock, Ark., 
in 1892, and that they taught in the public 
schools in Bosque County in 1896. They had 
some trouble, during which Forbes shot her

. time Arthur Forbes, alias 
Blanther, was arrested, charged with the 
murder of Mrs. Langfelt, and he was lodged 
in jail, where he subsequently committed 
suicide by taking morphine. Mrs. Forbes 
says there is no doubt as to Forbes being 
the murderer of the San Francisco women; 
that he often told her that he was well ac- 
quainted with Minnie Williams and Blanche 
Lamont, having ‘been introduced to them 
by Theodore Durrant; that he often re- 
ferred to the murders in such a manner 
that she was convinced that he knew of 
them. Mrs. Forbes, or Ada Taylor, says 
that one of her trunks is still in San Fran- 
cisco, where it was used in evidence during 
Durrant’s trial. She today wired Durrant 
e I believe you to be an 
innocent man; if I can help to prove your 
innocence command me.

LOOK FOR HIS “ CRONIES.” 


Captain Wheeler Expects Smith 
and Ryan to Tell. 


BABY SON ACCUSES FATHER. 


Captain Wheeler, believing that Mrs. 
Christopher Merry was murdered by her 
husband, and that two of his cronies have 
knowledge of the crime at 50 Hope street, 
has fifty detectives looking for the vegeta- 
ble peddler and “Jimmy” Smith and 
Bad Ryan. The Captain hopes to have 
them in the Maxwell Street Station sweat- 
box before daylight. 

As a result of police investigation yes- 


terday a theory has been developed thet 


Merry brutally beat his wife, Pauline, 
to death in the little cottage on Thursday 
night last. Then, it is figured, the body 
was placed in a potato sack and hidden 
under the kitchen floor for two days, it be- 
ing carted away before daylight on Sunday 


clothes, which were pronounced several 
weeks old, nor could any weapon be found 
that gave evidence of having been used in 
the murder. No poker of sufficient weight 
to have dealt a deadly blow was found, and 
it is now believed that the woman was 
killed either by being strangled or by being 
stabbed and allowed to bleed on cloths that 
were burned or carried away by the mur- 
derer. 

That Mrs. Merry has not voluntarily gone 
away from home is thought to be conclusive- 
ly proved by the fact that.the only street 
dress that she is known to have owned, as 
well as her only hat, still hang in the closet 
in the front room, Her shoes were also 
found. 


Little Christy’s Story. 

Captain Wheeler had an hour’s talk with 
little Christy, the 38-year-old son, who ac- 
*cuses his father of having killed his mother. 

“Papa hit mamma a whole lot of times 
with a poker on her head,“ said the little 
fellow, in a straightforward way, “ and she 
fell down and did not move any more. Then 
papa put her on a chair and talked to her, 
and then he told me he was going to put 
her in the hole.“ 

By dint of careful questioning Captain 
Wheeler learned from the little witness that 
his father had sent him to bed and that later 
he heard his father talking to some men in 
the kitchen. The next day he missed his 
mother. 

“Papa told me he had taken mamma 
wagon riding,” and little Christy could tell 
nothing more. 

Merry has borne a bad reputation for sev- 
eral years, and has been repeatedly arrest- 
ed, often for cruelly beating his young wife. 
He once broke her arm; another time she 
lay for dead on the floor of her home for 
two days, and was finally sent to the hos- 
pital only after the police had broken into 
the house and forced Merry to surrender at 
the point of a-revolver.

There were thirty guests in the St. Charles 
Hotel when it took fire, but all escaped with- 
out difficulty.

The police are confident that murder aas 
been committed. They go so far as to say 
they have sufficient evidence in their pos- 
session to convict Merry. 

Since Monday night, when the police of 
the Maxwell Street Station had their atten- 
tion called to the mysterious disappearance 
of Mrs. Merry, and to the suspicious cir- 
cumstances surrounding the affair, by means 
of an anonymous letter, every availabie 
detective in the Central office and the West 
Side precincts has beef hard at work on 
the case. ‘ 


Evidence on the Premises. 


A thorough examination of the premises 
at 50 Hope street was made yesterday by 
the detectives from the Maxwell Street Sta- 
tion, and much was found that was consid- 
ered of value. The condition of the rooms 
gave evidence of a desperate struggle hav- 
ing taken place, while the manner in which 
the bureau drawers and closets were dis- 
arranged showed plainly that a hurried 
search for some article or articles had been 
made. Unwashed dishes and half-cooked 
food lay scattered around the kitchen, all 
of which, in the estimation of the police, 
pointed to the fact that a man instead ofa 
woman had been the last person to use the 
kitchen and search the house. 

It is positively known to the police that 
„ Bad Ryan and Jimmy Smith, who 
were fellow-peddlers of Merry’s, were with 
him when he entered his house on Thursday 
evening. Several neighbors have informed 
the police that they heard the voices of these 
two men just before the screams of Mrs. 
Merry were heard through the neighbor- 
hood, and it is also asserted by several that 
the men were seen to leave the house in 
company with Merry an hour or so after the 
woman’s screams had ceased. 


Theory of the Police. 


According to the police theory Mrs. Merry 
was murdered shortly after 9 o’clock, and 
Merry packed the body of the murdered 
woman in a potato sack and forced it 
through the trap door in the kitchen. The 
police say he left the house with Ryan and 
Smith agd visited several saloons in the 
neighborhood during the rest of the night. 

On Friday morning Merry took his little 
Z-year-old son, Christy, across the streot to 
the house of his uncle, Andrew Gough, and 
left the child there, saying that he had yuar- 
reled with his wife and that she had gone 
away. Merry was not seen around the 
neighborhood again until late on Saturday 
night. 

All trace of Merry and his companions be- 
tween Friday morning and late Saturday 
night is lost. It was not until yesterday 
that Captain Wheeler learhed that Merry 
had returned to the nelghbaehood atall. A 
saloonkeeper named CardwWell, Sangamon 
and Harrison streets, who is Merry's bonds- 
man to the amount of $800 on a charge of 
highway robbery, appeared at the Maxwell 
street police court in the morning, where ‘ 
Merry was to have been arraigned for trial. 
Cardwell knew nothing of the alleged mur- 
der of Mrs. Merry, and when Merry did not 
appear for trial and his bond was declared 
forfeited Cardwell called upon Captain 
Wheeler to assist him in running Merry 
down. 


In Cardwell’s Saloon. 


Captain Wheeler engaged the saloonkeep- 
er in conversation and learned that Smith 
and Ryan had been in his saloon on Saturday 
night, where they were met a few minutes 
before. midnight by Merry. Smith left the 
saloon and Merry and Ryan remained, talk- 
ing in low tones in one end of the barroom. 
Ryan ordered several drinks, and finally 
Merry angrily ordered the saloonkeeper not 
to serve Ryan with anything more to drink. 

„I have a big job on hand for him tonight 
and I want him to have a clear head,“ ex- 
plained Merry, and Ryan finally agreed not 
to drink any more. 

“Give me my gun,” said Ryan after a few 
moments\ conversation with Merry, and I 
want a gun for Merry, too.“ Cardwell hand- 
ed Ryan his revolver, which he had left be- 
hind the bar for safe keeping, but explained 
that he did not have one to lend to Merry. 

“JT have a gun on me,” said Merry, and 
he slapped his hip pocket. 

The two men left the saloon and were 


joined on the outside by a third man, be- 


lieved to have been Smith. 


Heard by Neighbors. 


The police learned that the three men went 
from the saloon direct to the house in Hope 
street, and about 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing the neighbors heard a wagon drive out 
of the Merry barn. There was nothing 
unusual in this, as it was customary with 
Merry and his companions to start out with 

their peddling wagons about that hour. It 
was Sunday morning, however, and this 
caused some suspicion. 

Nothing has since been seen of 


way robbery, and his case was to have come 
up for trial before Justice Dooley yesterday. 
He did not appear and his bond was forfeited, 
but ten days was granted the bondsman to 
produce the prisoner. 


Captain Wheeler’s Opinicn. 


Captain Wheeler said last evening that he 
was certain that he would have Merry with- 
in a few days, probably within a few hours. 

I believe that we will be able to prove 
a clear case of murder against Merry,’’ he 
said, “or I shall be greatly mistaken. 
At first we had some doubts as to whether 
it was a case of murder or not, but I have 
never seen such a chain of circumstances 
arise in a case in my life before. Of course 
che main trouble will be to get hold of the 
woman's body, but 1 would not be at all 
surprised if somebody ‘ squealed’ when we 
get the trio behind the bars.”’ 

Captain Wheeler believes it is most likely 
that Merry took the woman's body out on 
the pra. ie and buried it. He thinks the 
man was too clever to risk taking it to the 
lake. 

The police have been watching the West 
Side lodging-houses since Monday night, 
and have learned that Merry, Ryan, and 
Smith slept Monday and Tuesday nights in 
the lodging-house at Halsted and Congress 
streets. The railroad stations are carefully 
guarded to prevent the escape of the men. 

About a month ago Merry bought of Woolf, 
Blue Island avenue and Taylor street, a set 
of parlor furniture as a birthday present 
for his wife. It cost $100, and he paid $10 
on account. Yesterday a representative of 
Woolf came to the house and took the fur- 
niture away under chattel mortgage. 


MAY BE PROBATED IN OHIO. 


Mrs. Ketcham’s Lawyer Says the Will 
May Be Offered in Court at His 
Former Home. 


Toledo, O., Nov. 24.—Dethlef C. Hansen of 
Chicago, who is the attorney of Mrs. Nettie 
Wallace Walkup Ketcham, arrived here to- 
day for the purpose of examining the local 
interests of his client. In an interview Mr. 
Hansen said his client vehemently denied 
any charge of duress or undue influence 
over John B. Ketcham, but will maintain 
that the marriage was legal and that Mr. 
Ketcham was mentally competent to make 
a will. 

The fight will be for all or none of the 
property, and Mrs. Ketcham will be pre- 
pared to contest for her rights as the widow 
of John B. Ketcham and fight to the bitter 
end.

Preambies Disapproving Their Rep- 
resentatives’ Attitude Toward Li- 
brary Board Indorsed by Warriors, 
with Members of Fourteen Posts Out 
of Twenty-two in Cook County Pres- 
ent—Mayor Harrison Writes Advis- 
ing Hatch’s Comrades to Unbend. 


While the members of the Grand Army 
Hall and Memorial association are in the 
midst of a fierce contest with the Library 
board to gain what they consider the rights 


the use of a portion of the new library build- 
ing without paying the cost of heating and 
lighting it, there is a movement on foot to 
strike them from behind. 

Representatives of fourteen of the twenty- 
two posts in the county met last evening at 
the Tremont House, and for three hours 
freely indulged in denunciations of the Me- 
morial Hall association and about every- 
thing it ever has done. 

The bone of contention at last evening's 
meeting was a set of resolutions introduced 
by John C. White of U. S. Grant Post. They 
were preceded by a long series of ‘‘ where- 
ases,” setting forth the fact that the Grand 
Army Hall and Memorial association had 
been guilty of the most inexcusable bad 
faith in its dealings with the Grand Army 
posts of the county. It was blamed not 
only for an alleged agreement to pay the 
Library board for the running expenses of 
Memorial Hall but because it had assumed 
to have exclusive control of the hall, instead 
of being merely the agents of the Grand 
Army posts. 


Fight on Resolution. 


This preamble was adopted by a vote of 35 
to 9. @ greater part of the fight came on 
the first resolution, which provided for the 
appointment of a Committee on Legislation, 
to visit the Council and Legislature and get 
an interpretation of the lease of the hall and 
the purpose of the original acts of 1891 over 
the head of the Grand Army Hall and Me- 
morial association. After a long discussion 
action on the resolution was deferred until 
the next meeting, which will be held two 
weeks hence. The resolution under consid- 
eration is: 

Resolved, That a committee of five members 
be selected as a special committee to appear be- 
fore the Mayor and the Common Council of Chi- 
cago and the Governor of the State for the pur- 
pose of secufitig by city ordinance and State 
siation such interpretation of and amend- 

ents to the ordinance and act of the Legislature, 
hereinbefore referred to, as will authorize, em- 
power, and direct the Library board to recognize 
the G. A. R. posts in Cook County, through thelr 
legal representatives, as immediate beneficiaries 
to take charge of and coritrol the said Memorial 
Hall, small hall, and ante- rooms, at a nominal 


„rental. 


An accompanying resolution, which aims 
even more directly at the action of the 
Memorial Hall association, and which will 
also come up at the next meeting, is: 

Resolved, That the General committee of the 
G. A. R. posts of Cook County, for itself and the 
posts it represents, condemns the execution of 
the contract which is the subject and cause of 
the controversy as an unjustifiable, unauthorized 
act) committed without our knowledge or con- 
sent, and which is unfairly prejudicial to the in- 
terests of the G. A. R. 

There seems to be little doubt that these 
resolutions will be adopted, and the Grand 
Army posts of the county will in this manner 
put themselves on record as condemning the 
action of the organisation, which has been 
conducting the fight for them against the 
contentions of the Library board. 

Mayor Harrison’s Sympathy. 

Mayor Harrison yesterday sent a personal 
letter to the members of the Library board 
in which he indicates his sympathy with 
the old soldier in his contention. He ap- 
peals to them on sentimental grounds that 
they should not attempt to interpret the 
law too séverely to the disadvantage of the 
Grand Army. He writes: 

Mayor's Office, Chicago, Nov. 24, 1807.—Dear 
Sir: While I recognize the Library board as a sep- 
afate body, having exclusive charge of its own 
business, the Mayor having no right to inter- 


‘fere in the management of its affairs, still I feel 


it my duty to ask my friends on the board to use 
their uence toward treating the Grand Army 
of the Republic as liberally as the law will permit. 


| A strict construction of the law may require this 


body of men to maintain their quarters: in the 
Library Building to the extent of heating and 
lighting them. Nevertheless, in the light of the 
services the veterans of the late civil war have 
rendered the nation, the law in matters affecting 
them should be construed with the greatest pos- 
sible liberality. There is a feeling in the com- 
munity that the board is dealing a little too strict- 
ly with the Grand Army—that is, too strictly in 
view of the debt of gratitude owed to them by 
the people at large, even if this strictness is 
clearly in accord with a rigid construction of the 
law. It seems to me a concession should be made 
by the Library board, and I feel confident the 
vast majority of the citizens of Chicago would 
uphold your body in any reasonable concessions 
you may make.

Hatch Heplies to Hawes. 

Azel F. Hatch, President of the Library 
board, gave out yesterday an extended re- 
ply to the communication of Judge Hawes, 
published last Sunday. Mr. Hatch takes 
issue with Judge Hawes’ statement that in 
1882 and 1883 the representatives of the 
library were to take one-third of Dearborn 
Park and the Academy of Design and the 
Grand Army the other two-thirds. He 
maintains that the Library board alone con- 
tested the claims of the Academy of Design 
and the scripholders and that the Grand 
Army did not take a hand in the fight until 
1885, and that then it sided with the 
Academy of Design against the Library 
board. 

He says that later the Grand Army fought 
the library appropriation bill in the Legis- 
lature of 1889, and that for this. reason it was 
justified in appealing to the Council the 
following year for the lease of the entire 
Dearborn Park. He renews the old conten- 
tion that the Grand Army men read the 
statute of 1801 wrongly. and fail to under- 
stand the meaning of the word maintain 
as it eppears in the statute. He accuses 
Judge Hawes of pettifogging.“ 


ENSIGN BLUE IS DISCHARGED, 


Verdict of the Court-Martial in the Na- 
val Militiaman’s Case Approved 
by the Governor. 


Ensign William J. Blue, Second Division, 
First Battalion, Naval Militia of Illinois, 
has been dishonorably dismissed from the 
service, in accordance with the finding of 
the court-martial and approved by Governor 
Tanner.

The more 
important matter is whether the committee 
can do its Work in a manner which will prove 
fairly satisfactory. Should a special session 
be called the matter of amending the reve- 
nue law will certainly be included.“ 


Primary Law in Danger. 

The Governor did not go into the matter 
of a new primary law, but the gossip among 
members of the Legislature was that pri- 
mary reform would not be mentioned in the 
call if one is issued. So strong was this gos- 
sip that Thomas C. Macmillan had an inter- 
view with Senator Cullom in which he 
sought to enlist his services in behalf of the 
proposed primary law. Senator Cullom, 
however, according to general report, is 50 
anxious to have a special session called that 
he is not likely to be overly strenuous in 
trying to dictate what matters shall be con- 
sidered, providing only an apportionment 
bill is. 

The Senator had nothing to say on the 
matter of a special session more than that 
he thought the Springfield conference would 
result in one. 

Senator Berry completed the conference 
committee on the apportionment bill by 
naming the following eight members to rep- 
resent his side of the argument:

Revenue Reformers at Work. 

The probability of an extra session of the 
General Assembly has hastened materially 
the work on the revenue reform bill, which 
Chicago business-men desire to have made 
law. The subcommittee, appointed to make 
and submit a draft of the contemplated 
measure, met at the Metropolitan National 
Bank to deliberate upon the first draft of the 
measure outlined by John P, Wilson, Further 
deliberation before the bill is given out was 
postponed until 10 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. ä 
The subcommittee which has in charge the 
preliminary work on the measure lis a part 
of the Committee of Sixteen recently ap- 
pointed. It comprises John S. Miller, chair- 
man: John P. Wilson, John V. Farwell Jr., 
H. N. Higinbotham, Marvin A. Farr, and 
D. D. Healy. 


Look to Fair Taxation. 

The essential features have been under 
discussion for some months since they were 
first outlined in Tue TRIBUNE. They relate 
to the well distinguished phases of a fair 
taxation, the assessment, and the reviewing 
of assessments. The assessment will be done 
by a board of three assessors, who will make 


| the assesssments for the seven townships 


within the limits of Chicago. This will do 
away with township assessors and collect- 
ors. The assessors will be elected from the 
entire city and will serve for one, two, and 
three years respectively from the time of 
their first election, so that thereafter only 
one will be elected each year. 

The fact that the assessments once made 
will stand for four years is regarded as a 
good feature of the bill. 

This general assessment, when completed 
by the Board of Assessors, will come under 
the examination of the Board of Review, 
which will be chosen in another manner. It 
will consist of the County Judge as its chair- 
man, the City Controller, and the County 
Treasurer. All appeals from the Board of 
Assessors will be made to this Board of Re- 
view, and it will be empowered to modify the 
first assessment in whatever manner may 
seem to it rair and equitable. 

The members of the subcommittee are 
disposed to conclude their labors on the bill 
as soon as possible, and it is the general 
opinion that they will have the complete 
draft ready for the consideration of the 
original Committee of Sixteen within ashort 
time. The lively interest taken in the pros- 
ecution of Assessor Richard C. Gunning has 
shown them that there is a popular demand 
for immediate relief. 


Gunning Not Considered. 


Mr. Miller said yesterday, in explaining 
the delay in publishing the measure: 

What has been done thus far is largely 
preliminary. The draft is incomplete, and it 
would be unfair to give out anything until 
the subcommittee and the original commit- 
tee have had an opportunity to carefully 
deliberate upon it. However, the bill which 
will be offered will lay more stress upon the 
assessment feature than did the one intro- 
duced at the last session of the Legislature. 
That one, you will remember, left the as- 
sessments to be made by the Town Assess- 
ors, and laid great stress upon the Board 
of Review.“ 

The grand jury did not consider Gunning's 
case yesterday. It is now in the midst of 
the docket, and this will keep it busy until 
Saturday or Monday. Then it will, in all 
probabilit}, take up the consideration of the 
affairs of the South Town Assessor's office. 
It has a whole week in which to look into 
the matter.

MAYOR GETTING READY TO DECIDE

Says the City Will Get the Benet of

Mayor Harrison said yesterday that he 
would award the five-year garbage contract 
as soon as he could find time to take the 
matter up and expressed himself as strong- 
ly favoring the division of the work among 
the lowest bidders by districts. 

“The city will get better results in this 
way,” he continued. A spirit of competi- 
tion between the contractors in the different 
districts would result and the public would 
get better service. If the entire work went 
to one contractor he would have a practical 
monopoly at the end of theterm. With sev- 
eral contractors doing the work the city 
would get the advantage of a practical test 
of the different reduction systems used.“ 

If the Mayor makes the award under this 
plan the contract would be divided as fol- 
lows:

The announced intention of Mayor Har- 
rison to cut off the city lights from the park 
boulevards has roused some indignation on 
the part of commissioners of the South and 
Lincoln Parks systems. The West Park 
board has already been deprived of city 
lights, and is rapidly endeavoring to install 
its own service. The park commmissioners 
say they will resist any attempt on the part 
of the city to take the lights from boule- 
vards that were formerly streets. 


Joseph Donnersberger of the South Park 


board said that there was no doubt of the 
obligation of the park board to light the 
boulevards it had created, but when it took 
hold of city streets and made boulevards 
out of them the city was under some obliga- 
tion to light those streets. 

William Penn Nixon of the Lincoln Park 
board said: I look upon the announced in- 
tention of Mayor Harrison as another at- 
tempt to injure the Lincoln Park board. It 
was the friends of the present administra- 
tion that cut off $125,000 from the main- 
tenance of the park next year. We shall re- 
sist the deprivation of light.“ 

Commissioner Blount of the West Side 
board said: “I believe that if we mass our 
lights away from street intersections the 
city will gladly sue for terms, and be willing 
to furnish lights.“ 

The contract between the Pullman com- 
pany.and the City of Chicago whereby the 
former has been supplied with water on a 
graduated scale of from four to 10 cents a 
thousand gallons expired yesterday. The 
Water commission recently appointed by the 
Mayor will meet in a few days and fix a new 
rate for the company.

Probably there will be no fenders of the 
basket style used on Chicago street cars. 
The Mayor went on record yesterday as be- 
ing in favor of the rattan truck fenders ex- 
hibited to him by General Manager Roach 
of the North and West Chicago Street rail-

Syndicate Buys Pittsburg’s 
Largest Street System. 


EASTERN MEN IN CONTROL 


One Hundred and Seventeen Miles 
Are Involved. 


DEAL MADE AT BALTIMORE. 


Baltimore, Md., Nov. 24.—Alexander 
Brown & Sons, representing a syndicate of 
Baltimore, London, New York, Philadelphia, 
and Pittsburg capitalists, have purchased 
the stock of the United Traction company of 
Pittsburg, amounting to $20,000,000, of which 
$3,000,000 is preferred stock and $17,000,000 
common stock. 

This will give them control of the largest 
street railway system in Pittsburg and Al- 
legheny, owning and operating over 117 


miles of electric lines. 


The United Traction company is a con- 
solidation effected about the Ist of July 
last, of all the lines formerly owned and op- 
erated by the Second Avenue Traction com- 
pany, running through some of the princi- 
pal streets of Pittsburg and connecting that 
city with various suburbs. It controls the 
only access by street railway to Pittsburg 
on both sides of the river from the Valley 
of the Monongahela. The consolidation also 
included ‘all the lines formerly owned and 
operated by the Pittsburg, Allegheny and 
Manchester Traction company, and the Fed- 
eral Street and Pleasant Valley railroad 
company, comprising practically all the 
lines in the City of Allegheny. 

The earnings of the United Traction com- 
pany for the four months it has been in op- 
eration—July, August, September, and Octo- 
ber—amount to §501,2056.78. The operating 
expenses, including taxes and insurance, 
were $248,538.29, leaving net earnings of 
$252,757.49. The pro rata fixed charges were 
$166,433.34, leaving a surplus of $86,325.15.

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usted men who are liable to become their vie- 
tims there can be no other relation except 

that of master and slave. The general exer- 
cise in the service of power and means such 
as the evidence shows the accused to have 
employed in executing his order to have 
Private Hammond brought before the sum- 
mary court would necessarily result in our 
officers owning the enlisted men. There 
would then be little necessity for military 
tribunals and Judge Advocates, for our sys- 
tem of discipline would be a revival of the 
one in vogue before the civil war on the 
plantations of the south, where the right of 
the master to the obedience and submission 
of his slave in all lawful things was perfect, 
and the power belonged to the master to in- 
flict any punishment on his slave not affect- 
ing life or limb which he might consider 
necessary for the purpose of enforcing 
obedience.” 

Colonel Hunter here uoted from Several 
cases, showing that the power of officers 
aboard ships was limited to such reasonable 
force as was necessary to carry out the com- 
mands. He insisted that in the use of arbi- 
trary power only such force must be used as 
to effect the object in view, and if there is an 
excess of violence the one guilty of it is liable 
for exceeding his authority and for any 
cruelty he may commit. 

For if you establish the fact that an offi- 
cer may with impunity order any punish- 
ment he pleases to be inflicted on a soldier,“ 
said Colonel Hunter, you reduce enlisted 
men to a condition of servitude. That is 
what is meant by the false doctrine of being 
masterful. But it is the law that should be 
our master. There are rules published for 
the guidance of those who may command as 
well as those who may serve. These rules 
are well considered, appropriate to the con- 
dition of our service, and a strict observance 
of their principles would go far to prevent 
catastrophies like the one we have investi- 


gated. 


No Necessity for Violence. 


“That Hammond should have been pro- 
duced in court I do not deny, but that his 
disobedience and stubbornness justified his 
being roped and dragged there, and in his 
prostrate, helpless condition kicked and 
prodded with the sword, I do no most em- 
phatically deny. It might be urged with 
some degree of plausibility that, though the 
means used were unlawful and wrong, they 
were made right because without them the 
object could not be’accomplished. This is 
the false argument that ‘the end justifies 
the means.’ 

“TI leave it for the eourt to say whether 
the accused punished Hammond or used only 
such force and discipline as were necessary 
in the proper discharge of his duty. 

In the course of this trial we have heard 
such words as ‘ mutiny —the most danger- 
ous cry in the military state. This is ab- 
surd. There was no such thing as mutiny. 
Mutiny implies a concerted act by several 
individuals. I insist in this case there is no 

evidence of a combined intention. to rise 
against military authority. If there was 
anything in the guardhouse on Oct. 9, 1897, 
calculated to excite mutiny it was the merci- 
less and cruel treatment of Hammond by the 
accused in the presence and hearing of the 
soldiery. 


No Judicial Discretion. 

“The law does not clothe the officer of 
the day with any judicial discretion. The 
accused was net responsible for the dis- 
cipline of his post or that of Hammond, and 
consequently he exercised an authority 
which he did not poseess. 

“The position in which the accused was 
placed by the disobedience of Hammond 
does not appear to have been a perilously 
trying one, for he had about him in the 
guard soldiers who were able to life Ham- 
mond and carry him to court. The con- 
juncture does not appear to have been so 
extraordinary as to justify a military officer 
either making a mistake of judgment or 
losing his temper. The law military makes 
no allowance for the infirmities of human 
temper. It perceives that loss by soldiers 
of self-control is loss of power to command

POLICEMEN START TO SCHOOL. 


First Session of Chief Kipley’s Insti- 
tute of Instruction“ Mum as to 
: Classroom Incidents. 


Once I was a bad cop, 
And didn't know a rule, 
But now I am a wise cop, 
For I went to Kipley's school. 


The Chicago Eleemosynary Institute for 
the Enlightenment and Education of Police- 
men was opened yesterday for the winter 
term. Recitations were held in all the pre- 
cinct police stations and were well attended 
without the aid of the truant officer, for the 
pupils assured each other that “if wan 
single wan stays away he looses his job.“ 

Chief of Police Kipley conceived the idea 
of the police kindergartens. He calls them 
“ schools of instruction,” and declares they 
Shall be held until every policeman in Chi- 
cago understands his duty. Which makes 
the time limit of the schools somewhat in- 
detinite. 

The initial notion sought to be impressed 
upon the young police at the first session 
was not how to shoot, but how to keep 
mum.“ A veil of secrecy was spread 
around and about and over the schools and 
the pupils swore with their hands above 
their stars never to reveal the awfu! secrets 
of the kindergarten. At least those over at 
Desplaines Street Station did, and a visitor 
who wandered in to hear the A class re- 
cite on“ How to Tell a Burglar was hur- 
riedly sent out of the room amidst an awed 
silence during which one might have heard 
a star drop if another general order had been 
published at about that moment. 

Lieutenant Revere was teacher of the 
kindergarten and looked sharply at all the 
„boys ' when they came in and sat down on 
the benches. Some of the pupils thought 
that school would begin with a song, but 
somebody else thought of the helpless pris- 
oners locked up down-stairs and that part 
of the exercises was cmitted. 

Just what the pupils were going to recite 
was carefully concealed from them before 
the class was called, and they went in with- 
out knowing whether they would be asked 
to translate the first five pages cf the Odys- 
sey or to tell the best way of hitting a man 
with a club when it’s uncertain whether the 
victim is just a plain citizen or is acquainted 
with the Alderman from that ward. It was 
thought by some that some time would be 
devoted by the primary classes, at least, to 
**Evils of Shooting First and Thinking 
Afterward.”’ ‘ 

The first recitations of the school, how- 
ever, were uninteresting. Lieutenant Re- 
vere read a letter from the chief calling at- 
tention to the importance of trying the 
locks along the street at night to see whether 
the doors were properly fastened. Five 
minutes for silent thought were given in 
order that the various classes might prop- 
erly digest this piece of information. It was 
also advised that in addition to trying the 
locks the man on beat should knock on the 
doors. A large policeman on the back seat 
whispered to the man in front that he 
thought there were too many “ knockers ”’ 
on the force as it was. 

Schoolteacher Revere did not whip any 
of the boys,“ but some of them looked 
as though they had two overcoats on in 
expectation ofa dressing down.“ 

The schools are to be held every week, and 
after graduation it is expected that the pu- 
pils will be able to bounce a club off a man's 
head without touching a hair and to sit down 
1 hours without creasing their 
coats.

Thanksgiving day will be celebrated in 
many ways and places in Chicagotoday. In 
churches and in jails, in halle and armories, 
and private houses men, women, and chil- 
dren will gather from morning until night 
in honor of the dey. The rich will open wide 
their purses, and the poorest will live in 
abundance. Religious services will occupy 
the attention. of the devout, morning and 
evening; and feasting will characterize 
the afternoon. 

In many churches throughout the city and 
suburbs congregations of different religious 
faiths will assemble under one roof for union 
services. This custom will be more widely 
observed this year than ever before. 

At the various hospitals the sick and the 
aged will be feasted and made glad. The 
numerous charitable organizations will vie 
with each other in brightening the lot of 
the poor and friendless. 

At the County Hospital 1,000 pounds of tur- 
key, 500 pounds of chicken, and as much 
of ducks will be served the 1,400 patients 
and employés. Several church societies will 
hold a song service in the evening. 

The inmates at Dunning will sit down to 
2.700 pounds of turkey and 300 pounds of 
ducks and chickens. 


At the County Institutions. 


At the County Jail the boy prisoners will 
be given a hearty dinner, followed by re- 
ligious and musical services.

INGERSOLL DISCUSSES THANKSGIV- 
ING GAME AND OTHER THINGS. 


Colonel Does Not Believe in Games of 
Skill fer College Men, Although He 
Approves of Athletics for the Sake 
of Development, and Also Enjoys 
Games of Chance—He Writes His 
Opinion of Ex-Congressman Morse“ 
Strictures on Hig Suicide Writings. 


Colonel Bob” ingersoll’s friends made 
an effort yesterday to secure his consent to 
take him to the Colizeum today to see his 
first game of football. While he admitted 
that he had no objections to football, nor any 
to its being played on Thanksgiving day, he 
did say that he believed all such games be- 
tween colleges had a bad effect. Congress- 
man Cousins of Iowa was one of those who 
invited Colonel Ingersoll to see the Thanks- 
giving game. 

Now, I never saw football game in my 
Ute, drawled Colonel Ingersoll, and I 
never saw but one Baseball game. I don't 
care much about games of skill. I like a 
game where it is all luck, or where it is most 
all luck with a little skill, but 1 wouldn't 
care to see a game of football. It must be 
a good game, though, as I see they are killing 
lots of people. 

They might play it on Thanksgiving day 
or on Sunday for allI care. If the rules are 
bad and they cause the accidents 
that I see mentioned in the news- 
papers, they should modity them. 
If tley don’t wear clothes enough 
to keep from getting hurt, let them make a 
rule to wrap themselves in feather beds. 


Believes in Gymnasiums, 

„ do think match football games and 
basebaf games between colleges should be 
stopped. I should like to see every college 
in the country have a good gymnasium and 
a competent instructor, and then let the 
students go into athletics for the sake of da? 
velopment, not for the sake of beating some- 
body else in a game. 

I haven't any objection to the game, and 
they'll play it, if they want to, whether folks 
object to it or not. I do think that college 
students should have a different idea of ath- 
letics. This plan of A trying to beat B for 
the honors is a bad thing. It wouldn't be 
so bad if the boys got paid for it. It is 
about like standing up against Fitgsimmons, 
I should judge, from what I read.

“If Mr. Morse had a clear idea of honesty 
and fair dealing he would not criticise any- 
thing about which he knows nothing. He 
would not say that the writings of a man 
had caused people to kill themselves when 
he had never read those writings. ° 

Mr. Morse may be a. good, orthodox 
Christian, a prohibitionist, and a general re- 
former of mankind, byt he seems to have no 
idea of justice nor of common fairness. He 
may live and learn. I hope that some time 
he will read what I said about suicide. If he 
does, and has any good sound sense in his 


orthodox head, he will agree with me. 


„Are you thankful you're alive?’ he o- 
vially asked of his friends, as if there were 
no need of answering it for himself. That's 
the question. It's good if you are thankful. 
If you're a lawyer, are yqu thankful for it? 
If you're a minister, are you thankful for 
that?’’ 


TELLS OF A BURGLAR GANG. 


Patient in the Detention Hospital De- 
Clares He Is a Member—Points 
in a Confession. 


Collins Houchin, whois now confined in 
the Detention Hospital awaiting a trialasto 
his sanity, says he was a membor of a gang 
of safeblowers which committed several rob- 
beries in Indiana during October. The gang, 
according to Houchin, was composed of Mike 
Frazer, Tom or Big Morrissey, Frank 
Miller, Buck Murray, and Houchin him- 
self.

Houchin says there was a woman in the 
gang who acted as treasurer, and that she 
had disappeared with the money. Houchin 
claims he was drugged on the West Side a 
few days before he was taken to the Deten- 
tion Hospital. Houchin's case will be heard 
in the insane court tomorrow. :

Chicago and Michigan Teams Primed 
for the Big Contest — Record- 
Breaking Crowd Expected. 


Michigan and Chicago are in readiness for 
their great contest, which begins on the 
gridiron marked off in the Coliseum this 
afternoon at 1 o’clock. 

Michigan, with its cohorts of shouters 500 
strong, arrived yesterday afternoon at 4 
o'clock and went at once to the Chicago 


Beach Hotel. The men are a little lighter 


than usual with a Michigan team, but they 
are a stocky looking set and ought to give 
Chicago a hard argument, if the maroon 
proves equal to pulling out a victory. The 
players were in charge of Head Coach Fer- 
bert, William Malley of the Alumni asso- 
ciation of Chicago, and Manager Ward 
Hughes. 

Coach Ferbert, in speaking of the team’s 
chances, said he was a little doubtful. It 
was a team of new players which would op- 
pose the veterans of the maroon eleven, and 
this alone counted for a great deal in Chi- 
cago’s favor. 

The Michigan coach said his men had 
made a good showing in practice, but that 
the players had not improved as rapidly in 
the last week as in the week previous. Hew- 
ever, they were ready to put up a hard 
game and would give Chicago a good fight. 

Malley was more sanguine than Ferbert 
and predicted a Michigan victory. The sto- 
ries of listlessness and bad practice which 
have come from the maroon camp are given 
little credence, and the Michigan men 
averred that a Chicago eleven never meta 
Michigan team without a do or die spirit 
and they were prepared for the hardest game 
of the season. 

All of the. Wolverines are in first-class 
condition and there is a good supply of sub- 
stitutes to draw from in case any of the 
players are disabled during the progrese of 
the game. 


Little Betting at Even Money. 
Everything is in readiness at the Coli- 
seum. The big arena has been marked off 
with the whitewash lines, the new scoring 
device is in place, and the lights are ready 
to be turned on in case it becomes too dark 
to play, as was the case last year.

Michigan’s Fast Sprinter. 

In Stuart, the St. Albans ten-second 
sprinter, Michigan has a speedy half back, 
faster than any of Chicago’s. Hogg is also 
a good man and will be relied upon to do the 
heavy work behind the line—the bucking. 

Herschberger carries the ball well and is 
a better back, judging from everything 
knewn of both men so far this season, and 
with his kicking will outclass his opponents. 
His recent injury, however, is said to have 
set him back considerably in his work, and 
in practice he has not been as clever during 
the last week as earlier in the season. 

Gardner at full back will have as an oppo- 
site Hannon, a new man in the position, who 
has played on high school elevens in Chi- 
cago. He does good work, but is no match 
in punting and kicking for Herschberger, 
who does the kicking for Chicago instead of 
Gardner. Gardner as a line-bucker has few 
equals and can probably excel the Michigan 
backs at this style of game. 

Chicago has a decided advantage in the 
experience of its team. Seven of the men 
are veterans, Hamill, Clarke, Herschberger, 
Kennedy, Mortimer, Cavanaugh, and Webb 
all having played on the team before this 
year. 

Michigan has only two veterans, Hogg and 
Caley... However, its men have nearly all 
had football experience somewhere before 
playing on the varsity, and are no novices 
at the game. They have reached their best 
‘development late, and arein prime condition 
for the game. Victory either way will sur- 
prise no one.

| EIGHT PLAYERS KILLED. 


ALARMING NUMBER OF FOOTBALL 
FATALITIES THIS SEASON. 


Record Is Considered to Make It Im- 
perative That the Rules Be Changed 
if the College Game Is to Continue— 
Mass Plays Such as the Pennsylva- 
nia Guards’ Back Formation Should 
Be Prohibited — Open Play Is De- 


sired.

This total of deaths from the game is an 
appalling record and shows conclusively 
that something must be done regarding the 
playing of football if it is to continue. The 
injuries which resulted in the fatalities as 
a rule came from mass plays, where the 
two lines crashed together and some player 
went down in the struggle. It ts significant 
that of these deaths the majority occurred 
in Pennsylvania, where the teams take their 
inspirations from the Pennsylvania eleven 
which uses the destructive guards’ back 
mass play, which many experts say is in 
direct violation of the rules forbidding mo- 
mentum plays. It is a mass play in which 
there is the greatest danger, the heaviest 
men in the team being brought back of the 
line to be hurled against their opponents. 
Yale has already begun an agitation for re- 
form and the removal of the mass forma- 
tions from the game. This will do much to 
remove the dangers. 

Aside from the deaths recorded above 
there have been countless injuries, such as 
broken legs, arms, collar bones, sprained 
ankles, dislocated shoulders, concussion of 
the brain, dislocated knees, and kindred all- 
ments rising from them. A record of these 
injuries would fill columns, and they show 
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more impcrtent business considered at the meet- 
ings of the association during the summer. At 
present there is no uniformity in the schedule, the 
rates ranging from 50 cents to $1.50. It is as- 
serted there has been a decided discrimination in 
favor of the company owning several large ware- 
houses on the South Side. Many complaints have 
been filed with the officers of the association by 
agents an‘ owners of these buildings, asking that 
some basic fate be adopted and the premiums made 
uniform. The Executive committee has decided 
to recommend à uniform rate of 50 cents, with 
additions for extra hazards and faulty construc- 
tlon. 

This report will not be adopted without serious 
opposition. A number of the members of the 
committeo do not believe the rates as now charged 
by the members of the association are unfair.

conclusively that some modification of the 
rules of the game must be made if the sport 
is to live. 

The spirit of the rules which were adopted 
two seasons ago designed to make the game 
an open one,and take away the mass plays, 
flying wedges, and such formations which 
were fraught with the greatest danger, but 
they have failed to a great extent.

As a result of London's big fire it is expected that 
the proposed organization of several new com- 
panies will be abandoned. In regard, to this 
matter and the effect of the fire on the business of 
the American branches of the Erglish com- 
panies, the New York Journal of Commerce says: 

The fire managers are disposed to feel very 
discouraged, end from present indications 
managers of the American branches of the British 
fire offices may safely expect intimations that 
an increase in premiums is looked for from them, 
and to press business especially before the close 
of 1897. Several new insurance companies have 
been in process of formation lately and had some 
chance of completing organization and com- 
mencing business in a few weeks. The hopes of 
the promoters of these have been practically given 
a death-blow by the conflagration, as those who 
wish fire shares can buy those of old-established 
offices at decided bargains, and do not need to 
venture their funds in experiments. Lloyds, 
London, underwriters have a large amount in- 
volved in the blaze, and it is thought here that 
some may be forced to retire on account of their 
losses. This is, of course, a mere surmise, as no 
tabulation can be made showing just what the 
total amount underwritten by each interested un- 
derwriter 18.“ 

— 

The large number of disastrous fires d 
the last two weeks is not regarded as an unmix 
evil by the Western managers. A prominent 
uncerwriter said yesterday: 

There is one good which probably will result 
from a few good-sized fires. They will stop the 
numerous new comparies which are in course 
of organization or contemplated. As soon as the 
companies have a good year and losses are com- 
paratively light, there is immediately a rush 
for new organizations where capitalists believe 
they will secure large returns. Some of them 
are of the ‘ wildcat’ variety, and others are or- 
ganized by well-known business-men. A few 
large fires wipe the former out of existence and 
dampen the ardor of the latter to invest their 
money where there is a comparatively large risk. 
We, of course, do not Hke to pay out money on 
losses, but it is occasionally a fairly good in- 
vestment’’

In the middle of North Capitol street, at 
the intersection of Florida avenue and that 
thoroughfare, stands a granite monument 
marking the northernmost boundary of the 
City of Washington as originally laid out.

SAYS PRAYER RESTORED SIGHT. 


Mrs. Brazill, Who Was Nearly Blind, 
Sees Better Now and Attributes Im- 
provement to Religion. 


“The people of Chebanse, twelve miles 
south of. Kankakee, III., are much excited 
over a story of an alleged miracle per- 
formed during a recent forty hour devotional 
exercise of the Catholic church. Friends of 
Mrs. Michael Brazill, 70 years old, who has 
been almost blind for nearly two years, say 
that her sight was suddenly restored before 
the altar of the church, after many hours 
spent in continuous prayer. 

The woman has never been’éhtirely blind 
and, while it is true that her sight has great- 
ly improved recently, it appears that the im- 
provement has been gradual rather than 
sudden and that her sight is still much im- 
paired. Medical men who are familiar with 
the case say that the partial restoration of 
sight is no doubt due to scientific treatment 
with the aid of special eyeglasses prepared 
by a Chicago expert. 

It is also predicted that the improvement 
is only temporary. Chicago specialists have 
advised an operation as a possible perma- 
nent cure. Mrs. Brazill's eyes began to fail 
her two years ago. They grew worse until 
last August, when she could scarcely distin- 
guish objects within her reach. She went to 
Kankakee and Chicago and consulted spe- 
cialists. Special glasses were fitted to her 
eyes and she returned home refusing to sub- 
mit to an operation. 

From this point two contradictory stories 
are told. The neighbors who believe in the 
miracle say that she grew gradually worse 
until the day she groped her way to the altar, 
where she prayed until the transfcrmation 
came and she suddenly saw objects as clear- 
ly as she did two years ago. The other story 
is told by Dr. J. M. De Veling, for forty 
years a physician in Chebanse, who says 

there is nothing supernatural in the case. 

Mrs. Brazill, however, has no hesitation 
in saying that she was cured by prayer. 
She declares that her eyes are as good as 
they were before they failed two years ago 
and she says that the most marked improve- 
ment came as she stood before the altar. 
The Rev. Father O' Mara, Sacred Heart 
Church, conducted the services. After Mrs. 
Brazill declared she could see plainly he 
asked her to describe several people and ob- 
jects within view, which she did correctly.

Natives Are Coming to Fight 
Annexation Treaty. 


CABLE TO BE LAID SOON. 


Honolulu, Nov. 17, via San Francisco, Cal., 
Nov. 24.—The presence of Princess Kalu- 
lani is not satisfactory to the adherents 
of the deposed Queen, as they believe that 
the young woman has returned for the pur- 
pose of starting a boom for herself at the 
expense of the former Queen. Kaiulani’s 
supporters claim that in the event of a re- 
fusal on the part of Congress to annex 
Hawaii she will stand a good chance of being 
placed on the throne under a limited mon- 
archy. 

The Princess has been giving public recep- 
tions at her home and in other ways trying 
to make herself popular. 

J. K. Kaulia and D. Kalanokalani will 
leave for Washington on the 19th to work 
against the annexation of the islands. Both 
men represent the royalists in Honolulu. 
At a later date they will be followed by John 
Richardson and R. W. Wilcox, both half 
whites, and A. Marques, a white man, who 
were sclected by the Queen’s supporters on 
the Island of Maui. Wilcox was originally 
in favor of the present government. After 
a time he became dissatisfied, and finally 
joined the ranks of the 1895 rebels. He was 
sent to prison, and is now out on parole. 
He was sent to Italy by Kalakaua to receive 
a military training. In 1887, shortly after 
his return to the islands, he started a move- 
ment to dethrone the King. He and his fol- 
lowers were repulsed by the whites. 

Samuel Parker, probably the most influ- 
ential Hawaiian in the country, and who is 
an annexationist, says that the delegates 
can do but little in Washington. Congress, 
he says, will have convened when they ar- 
rive. 


Pacific Cable to Be Laid. 


New York, Nov. 24.—A meeting of the Pa- 
cific Cable company of New York was held 
today at the offices of the Central and South 
American Telegraph company in this city. 
The following Board of Directors was 
elected: 

J. Pierpont Morgan, Edmund L. Baylies, 
J. Kennedy Tod, Rear Admiral John Irwin, 
U. S. N., and James A. Scrymser. James 
A. Scrymser was elected President and Ed- 
mund L. ‘Baylies Vice President and acting 
Treasurer. 

The company announces that its pro- 
posed cable will connect San Francisco with 
the Hawaiian Islands near Honolulu; ex- 
tensions from the Hawaiian Islands will 
be made to Japan and Australia. It is 
further announced by the company that the 
surveys for the cable between the coast of 
California and the Hawaiian Islands are 
highly satisfactory and that arrangements 
are being made for the establishment of 
that section within eighteen months. 

The Pacific Cable company will be inde- 
pendent of the Mexican Telegraph company, 
the Central and South Americar Telegraph 
company, and the Western Union Telegraph 
company in its organisation, but it is stated 
that those companies will have close busi- 
ness relations with it. 

It will require over 9,000 miles of cable to 
connect the United States with the Hawalian 
Islands, Japan, China, and Australia. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 4.—Francix M. 
Hatch, the Hawailan Minister, returned to 
the city tonight after an absence of several 
months, the greater portion of which was 
spent in Honolulu. Mr. Hatch looks for a 
satisfactory solution of the trouble with 
Japan. 


THORN’S DEFENSE - CHANGES. 


Will Endéavor to Show That Gulden- 
suppe Was Killed by Mrs. 
Nack. 


New York, Nov. 24.—The trial of Martin 
Thorn for the murder of William Gulden- 
suppe was continued in the Queens County 
court today. The galleries on each side of 
the courtroom were mostly occupied by 
women. 

A fortnight ago Mrs. Nack created a sen- 
sation by going on the stand and accusing 
Thorn of having killed her former lover, 
Guldensuppe. Since that time the defense 
has changed its base, and, as Mr. Howe said 
in court today, the defendant’s lawyers will 
now endeavor: to prove through Thorn as 
the principal witness that Mrs. Nack her- 
self committed the crime. The early part 
of today’s proceedings was entirely taken 
up with evidence to prove the corpus delicti. 
Coroner Tuthill, during his examination, 
stated that the cause of death was a stab 
wound between the fifth and sixth ribs, 
which penetrated the heart. Later in the 
day the prosecuting attorneys, through a 
fellow-barber of Thorn, connected him with 
the possession of the stiletto, the blade of 
which was over six inches in length. 

The District Attorney tried hard to get this 
witness to declare that Thorn had spoken 
of his relations with Mrs. Nack and Gulden- 
suppe, but Lawyer Howe was equal to the 
occasion, and the court invariably sustained 
his objections. . 

Mrs. Nack was brought into court after 
the midday recess, looking much paler than 
when she appeared two weeks ago in the 
same court. The morbid curiosity of the 
majority of the spectators was gratified in 
the afternoon session by the production in 
court of a piece of the bone of one of Gulden- 
suppe’s thighs, to which were attached some 
shreds of flesh. This ghastly exhibit was 
sealed in a glass jar. Dr. O’Hanlon ex- 
plained that he cut this portion off to show 
how minutely it fitted into the corresponding 
piece of the bone which protruded from the 
stump of the lower part of the trunk. 


CLAIMS PART OF FORD’S ESTATE 


Woman Convict Seeks to Secure Part of 
the Property at Springfield, 
Illinois. 


Baltimore, Md., Nev. 24.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
G. Gertie Simmonds, serving a term in Balti- 
more City Jail for complicity in the robbery 
of Professor Clagget, has engaged counsel 
to push her claim for a share of about $10,- 
000 in the estate of her adopted father, the 
late Thomas Ford of Springfield, III. The 
chaplain of the Prisoners’ Aid society here 
has interested himself in the matter and is 
in communication with the Illinois author- 
ities. The woman says she was adopted 
by Thomas Ford when she was 7 years old 
and lived with him until she was 18, when 
she went to St. Louis to live with her sister. 
She claims that Ford was the owner of a 
large stock farm and other real estate and 
that he had given her to understand that 
when he died she would receive a share in 
his fortune. The woman's husband. John 
Simmonds, is serving a term in State prison 
for. the crime in which she was convicted as 
an accomplice.

TELLER ON MONEY LAWS. 


DOUBTS THAT CONGRESS CAN AGREL 
ON LEGISLATION. 


Aside from the Failure to Decide on 
Details ef a Monetary Law Bankers 
Would Hesitate to Increase the Is- 
sue of Their Notes in Siafficient 


Quantity te Take the Place of the 


Greenbacks—Secretary Gage’s Plan 
to Be Submitted to Congress. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—When asked 
today to give his opinion as to the proba- 
bility of legislation affecting the currency 
during the approaching session of Congress 
Senator Teller, who has just reached this 
city, said: I do not believe there will be 
any legislation looking to the substitution 
of bank notes for greenbacks and Treasury 
notes, which appears to be the favorite 
method of currency reform, so called, ad vo- 
cated by the supporters of the gold stand- 
ard. I think it very doubtful whether the 
advocates of the change can agree upon the 
details of such legislation, and bankers will 
naturally hesitate to increase the issue of 
bank notes in sufficient quantity to take the 
place of the entire volume of greenbacks 
and Treasury notes, especially in view of the 
fact that the redemption of bank notes must, 
to satisfy the demands of the currency re- 
formers, be in gold.“ 


Looks for a Recommendation. 


Senator Teller said he considered it quite 
certain that the President wculd make 
some recommendation upon the currency 
problem to Congress, but he was-of the opin- 
ion that the suggestion would be in general 
terms, as in his inaugural message, and that 
the President would ieave the details to 
Congress. 

The Senator expressed doubt as to whether 
the administration would take any steps 
looking to the encouragment of the Cubans 
in their war for independence. 

1 think,“ he said, that Congress can 
settle the Cuban question by recognizing 
the belligerent rights of the Cubans, and 
that should have been done long since. I 
believe the House will pass the Senate reso- 
lution sent to it during the special session 
if that measure is brought before it, but it 
if quite doubtful whether it will be allowed 
to consider it at all.“ 


Gage’s Plan to Be Presented. 


The Evening Star today says: It can be 
stated on the highest authority that the 
President is going to recommend a_plan for 
currency reform in his message, and further, 
that that part of the message was written 
with the coéperation of Secretary Gage. It 
is authoritatively stated that Secretary 
Gage is perfectly satisfied with the Presi- 
dent’s message in regard to financial legisla- 
tion and that it meets his entire views and 
support. Further than this, it can be stated 
on the same high authority that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury will submit to Congress 
in his annual report the plan for currency 
reform which he submitted to the Cabinet 
at its meeting on Friday, Oct. 20. The Sec- 
retary intends to submit this report to Con- 
gress almost identically as it was submitted 
to the Cabinet, but with the exception that 
he will make some further recommenda- 
tions, but these will not materially change 
the plan already announced.”’ 


RECIPROCITY WITH FRANCE. 


M. Patenotre Leaves Without Conclud- 
ing Negotiations, but Progress 
Is Being Made. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—The French 
Ambassador, M. Patenotre, has received a 
cablegram from his government requesting 
him to start for Paris on Saturday next. 
Accordingly he will present his letters of 
recall to President McKinley on Friday, sail- 
ing the next day on the French liner La 
Champagne. 

M. Patenotre will remain some time in 
Paris before proceeding to his new post at 
Madrid. This will afford him an opportunity 
for conferring with the Paris authorities 
and with the new Ambassador to the United 
States, M. Cambon, on pending American 
questions. It had been hoped that the reci- 
procity negotiations between France and 
the United States would be closed before 
M. Patenotre's departure, but this will be 
impossible. The terms of the proposed con- 
vention have been practically settled, but 
the French government thus far has not 
given its assent to the chief feature of the 
arrangement— namely: the abrogation of the 
present, exclusion of American cattle from 
France and the admission of such cattle 
under certain restrictions’. The United 
States has insisted on this as an equivalent 
for the reciprocity concessions on French 
champagne, vermouth, statuary, paintings, 
and brandy contemplated by the agreement. 
On these articles France will make a reduc- 
tion of 20 per cent in the duties. As against 
this no special concessions on particular 
articles are given by France, as the United 
States now receives the benefit of the min- 
imum schedule ef the French tariff law. 

Under these circumstances the authorities 
here felt that the time was opportune for se- 
curing the admission of American cattle 
to France. The exclusion began about ten 
years ago when most of the large European 
countries put up rigid barriers against 
American cattle, hogs, etc., on the ground 
that they were afflicted with contagious 
diseases. The Sta. and Agricultural de- 
partments have loag sought to overcome 
these restrictions, and have succeeded ina 
measure. Great Britain and Germany have 
partially modified the exclusion, allowing 
the cattle to be landed, then slaughtered at 
once, and the meat rigidly inspected. 

The pending propositions in substance are 
that American catile shall be admitted at 
all French ports, shall then be slaughtered 
within twenty-four hours from the time of 
landing; and the meat shall pass an inspec- 
tion before being offered in the French mar- 
kets. This is not all that the authorities 
here would like to secure, as the twenty-four 
hours’ limit does not afford adequate time 
for fattening the cattle after they come from 
the severities of an ocean trip. The main 
consideration, however, is to remove the 
barrier itself. 

M. Bruewert, the French Consul at New 
York, will come here tomorrow to continue 
the reciprocity , negotiations. He is per- 
sonally familiar with the trade of this coun- 
try to and from France.

OILKINGAFTER GOLD 


Rockefeller Said to Be Look- 
ing to Rainy Lake. 


BRANCH ROAD IN VIEW, 


Duluth and Iron Range Directors 
Increase Stock. 


RAISED TO $10,000,000. 


John D. Rockefeller has the gold fever, it 
is believed, and seriously contemplates ex- 
tending his operations beyond the plebian 
fields of oil and iron into the alluring realm 
ef the yellow metal. The reason for this 
belief is found in the action of the Board of 
Directors of the Duluth and Iron Range 
railroad, which is generally considered to 
be controlled by the Rockefeller interest, 
in voting to increase the stock from $3,000,- 
000 to $10,000,000 at a meeting held in this 
city yesterday. This follgwed as the re- 
sult of the action of the stockholders at a 
meeting held in Duluth the day before. 

The connection between this action and 
operations in the goldfields is found in the 
well-grounded suspicion that a large amount 
of this unusually large increase of stock is 
to be devoted to the construction of a branch 
line of the road extending up into the Rainy 
Lake gold regions, lying on the American 
and Canadian border,’ which are likely to 
become very rich producers. : 

There was a disposition on the part of the 
directors to deny that any such movement 
was contemplated, although they admitted 
that the officers of the road had been ap- 
proached in regard to the matter of building 
a road into that region, and that it might be 
done if it could be done to advantage. 


Big Capitalists Present. 


Those present at the meeting were II. H. 
Porter of the Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
road, Marshall Field, J. L. Greatsinger, Du- 
luth, President of the Duluth and iron 
Range road; D. H. Bacon of Tower, Minn., 
President of the Minnesota Iron company, 
which is the heaviest stockholder of the 
road; C. W. Holland of Duluth, secretary and 
treasurer of the road; M. J. Carperiter, Chi- 
eago, chairman of the Board of Directors; 
C. P. Coffin, and James Belden of Chicago, 
and J. H. Chandler, Chicago, General Solic- 
itor of the road. Other directors not present 
were D. O. Mills and George S. Brewster of 
New York. 

The present mileage of the road is 134, 
extending from Two Harbors, on the north- 
ern shore of Lake Superior, twenty-seven 
miles east of Duluth, in a northeasterly di- 
rection to Ely, Minn. It Hes entirely along 
the Messaba Range, and, in connection with 
a fleet of fourteen steel boats, nine steam- 
ers, and five barges, is engaged in transport- 
ing the ore of the Minnesota Iron com- 
pany to market. The two corporaticns, 
while distinct in name, are in fact identical 
in their interests, and both are supposed to 
be dominated by the Rockefeller interests. 

To build into the Rainy Lake regions would 
involve the construction of about eighty 
miles of road, and it is difficult to reconcile 
the large increase of stock just voted with 
any other scheme of improvements. It is 
admitted that its purpose, in addition to 
making extensive improvements along the 
range in the way of added mileage and in- 
érease of rolling stock, is to put the corpora- 
tion in a position to take advantage of any 
contingency which may arise, which, under 
the circumstances, it is not unreasonable to 


assume, lies in the direction of a Rainy Lake 


branch. 


Chandler Admits Possibility. 


J. H. Chandler, general solicitor of the 
road, speaking of the action of the directors, 
said that under the laws of Minnesota, no 
stock can be-issued except it be fully paid 
up either in money, property, labor, or ma- 
terial, and that the new stock will only 
be issued and used from time to time as re- 
quired in making necessary extensions of 
the road and improvements. A large sum 
would be spent, he said, in the construction 
of additional docks at Two Harbors, while 
$1,000,000 will be spent in the new equipment 
during 1898.

Mr. Laughlin 
arrived in St. Louis today. 

„My original idea,“ he said,. was to give 
an outing to the employés in my Chicago 
offices. The company of which I am Pres- 
ident will soon move its offices from Chicago 
to New York. I brought the office force 
down to St. Louis with me and they will all 
be at Briar Ranch tomorrow, and I hope to 
see a great many of my St. Louis friends 
there.

We have some of the fattest 
hogs you ever saw. After the good old 
Southern custom the killing will begin at 
sunrise. When the hogs have been killed 
we will have a fox chase. Of coursé where 
you only have a couple of miles of territory 
huntifig a live fox is out of the question. 
We have a fox in readiness, which we will 
kill. While the blood is still warm the fox 
will be tied to a rope and dragged by a 
horseman. A pack of hounds will be put 
on the scent. Then we will mount our horses 
and follow the dogs. It will be just as ex- 
citing as a real fox hunt, except that there 
will be no killing asa finale. The deer hunt 
will be the real thing. Two fine bucks have 
been liberated and are now in the woods 
near Briar Ranch. A man is employed to 
keep track of them and will be able to beat 
them up at short notice.

ISTRUSTLAW ANNULLED? 


DISCOVERY OF AN AMENDMENT 
SEEMS TO POINT TO IT. 


It Is Believed That the Last General 
Assembly Previded a Loophole to 
Allow Combinations to Escape Pun- 
ishment — United States Rubber 
Company Takes Advantage of the 
Qestion in a Suit Filed Against It 
at Moline, Ill. 


Moline, III., Nov. 24.—[Special.]—The dis- 
covery has been made by the State’s Attor- 
ney of Rock Island County, Charles J. 
Searle, that an innocent-appearing amend- 
ment to the anti-trust law of June 11, 1891, 
is in reality a practically annulling clause. 
The mischief lies in the proviso at the end 
of the session (page 298, laws of the Fortieth 
General Assembly), which reads: 

Provided, however, that in the mining, 
manufacture, and pr 
merchandise, the cost of which is mainly 
made up of wages, it shall not be unlawful 
for persons, firms, or corporations doing 
business in this State to enter into joint ar- 
rangements of any sort the principal object 
or effect of which is to maintain or increase 
wages.“ 

This would appear to be intended to benefit 
the wage earner, but in reality it simply 
provides an easy loophole for the trusts to 
evade the law by showing ,that they, by 
combining and forcing out legitimate com- 
petition, are able to control the output of 
certain industries, and, as a result of 80 
doing, may be able to pay better wages by 
limiting the number of employés and secur- 
ing higher prices for their products. 

The discovery was brought about by the 
United States rubber trust pleading ex- 
emption from the anti-trust law of 1891 by 
virtue of the amendment referred to, in a 
local suit now pending in the Rock Island 
County Court, which is the first suit brought 
under the amendment. This led to the in- 
vestigation of the subject among the mem- 
bers of the Legislature by State’s Attorney 
Searle with the result described. 


INDIAN KILLS TWO PERSONS. 


Kicks His Wife to Death and Then 
Slays Her Would-Be 
Rescuer. 


Duluth, Minn., Nov. 24.—An Indian courier 
tonight from the Fond du Lac Indian reser- 
vation brought news of a murder which oc- 
curred last night on that reservation. John 
Anamasin, a Chippewa half-breed whose 
reputation as a bad Indian has kept the 
reservation people in a state of terror for the 
last three or four years, went to Cloquet 
yesterday and returned late last night 
crazed with liquor. He attacked his wife, 


dragging her from her bed and throwing — 


her on the fidor. He then kicked and beat 
her into a state of unconsciousness. An- 
other Indian named Peterson happened 
along about the time Anamasin was beating 
his wife and attempted to save her. 

Anamasin seized a heavy club and literally 
pounded Peterson's head toa jelly. He then 
threw the body in a creek near by and re- 
turned to the house and saturated the floor 
with kerosene and applied a match. The 
wretch then left the house with the evident 
intention of destroying the unconscious 
woman. By this time neighboring Indians 
arrived and succéeded in getting Mrs. Ana- 
masin out of the house, but thé woman died 
within half an hou?. Anamasin was ar- 
rested. 


BENJAMIN WANTS HIS CHILD. 


Englishman Secures Aid of British Am- 
bassador in Search for His 
Little Son. 


Captain Colleran of the Detective bureau 
has received a communication from Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, British Ambassador at 
Washington, asking his aid in securing 
possession of Lionel Alfred Benjamin, the 
infant son of Raphael Benjamin, a resident 
of Liverpool. The child is 6 years old and 
was born in Chicago during.a visit of Benja- 
min and his wife. During their stay the 
Benjamins became very poor and the head 
of the family returned to England alone to 
rebuild his lost fortuhe. Mrs. Benjamin 
died in abject poverty Must winter. The 
widower father in England had been un- 
successful in his work. Upon hearing of his 
wife’s death, he requested the Chicago police 
to assist him in finding his boy, The child 
had been sheltered by a Mrs. Reed, Monroe 
and Sangamon streets, who desired to adopt 
him. This Benjamin refused. Upon re- 
eeipt of the Ambassador’s letter, Captain 
Colleran detailed two detectives, who found 
that he had been taken to Waukesha, Wis., 
by a concert hall musician called Todd. 
This takes the matter out of the hands of the 
Chicago police.

BUSINESS WILL BE CONTINUED. 


„Rochelle, III., Nov. 24.—[Special.]—The 
quiet little village of Kings, seven miles 
northwest of Rochelle, in eastern Ogle 
County, is greatly agitated over the robbery 
of the village bank, which was accomplished 
some time last night between midnight and 
daylight. All the cash on hand, amount- 
ing to about $5,000, was spirited away. 

The Farmers’ Bank of Kings, the pillaged 
institution, is a private affair, owned and 
run by King Bros. & Co., the members of the 
firm being William H., Charles T., and 
Richard M. King, brothers, and Frank J., 
son of the latter, who acted in the capacity 
of cashier and general manager. Previous 
to the robbery of the bank the robbers 
forced an entrance to the Burlington depot 
and secured a lamp and two crowpbars, 
They got a brace at the blacksmith shop 
of Daniel Culp. 


Forced Open the Doors. 


Entrance was gained to the bank by 
forcing one of the bars between the large 
double doors. They next drilled a hole in 
the outside vault door, punched off the in- 
side bar, and thus were enabled to slide the 
bolts and open the door. The inside vault 
door was simply shut, but notlocked. Then 
came the strong box containing the cash. 
This was opened by means of nitro- 
glycerin, there being no holes drilled 
through the door. The entire front of the 
safe was a complete wreck, being broken 
into hundreds of pieces, some of which were 
blown entirely through the vault doors and 
scattered over the floor outside. 

Cashier Frank J. King was the first to 
discover the robbery. He arrived at the 
bank at 8 o’clock, and at once noticed that 
something was wrong. The shades were 
drawn, and the door stood ajar. He tele- . 
graphed W. H. King, who was in Chicago 
on business, also to the Bankers’ Mutual 
Casualty company, in which the bank’s cash 
is insured. Being interviewed, Mr. King 
said the bank would be running as usual in 
a day or two, or as soon as the insurance 
company gets matters adjusted.

QUINCY’S FAME AT MOSCOW, 


Russian Engineers Come to Illinois to 
Study a New System of Filter- 
ing Water. 


Quincy, III., Nov. 24.—[Special.]—A large 5 


number of cities of this country and several 
in Europe have manifested great interest 
in the result of an experiment in settling 
water which has been made here during the 
last year by the Quincy Water Works com- 
pany. Recently a Russian engineer with 
his party came here to inspect the work, 
making a number of sketches for use in 
water works systems in his country. The 
Russians, who were from the City of Mos- 
cow, pronounced the Quincy system of fil- 
tration to be the most perfect and satisfac- 
tory that had been examined in this coun- 


The basin has been literally bored out of — 
a deposit of solid rock in the bluff overlook- 
ing the river, is eighty feet square, and ten 
feet deep.

FRANKLIN’S NEGLECTED GRAVE 


Reasons Given for Allowing It to Re- 
main in Its Present Con- 
dition. 


Philadelphia Times: Benjamin Franklin's 
grave is in a neglected condition. No appro- 
priate stone rises over it, the ground round 
about it is uncared for, and the tomb of the 
great scholar and statesman is as obscure 
as that of a man whose name and fame were 
no part of the glory of his country. 

His grave is destitute even of a headstone. 
It is covered by an old-fashioned marble slab 
which was placed there a hundred years ago, 
and is now worn and discolored by age. 

Nothing has been done to It since Franklin 
was buried there, and even the modest ar- 
rangements of the grave are not kept in the 
perfect condition that is expected of a great 
man's tomb. The earth on all sides is bare 
of grass, the common thatching of the com- 
monest grave, and an air of desolation is 
about the whole place. 

The sexton said that the descendants of 
Franklin would not do anything to repair 
the grave, neither would they allow anybody 
else to do anything. Every day he has re. 
ceived offers of subscriptions from visitors 
who are distressed by the forlorn appear-

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NEW WAY TO TEACH HISTORY.| EVENTS IN CHICAGO. SOCIETY. 


The Method Conceived by. a Principal 
of a Public School in Bloom- 
ington. 


A new method of teaching history, current 
events, and composition in the public schools 
was conceived by a principal of a school in 
Bloomington recently. The pupils in the 
higher grades of the grammar school pre- 
paratory to the high school were deep in the 
Indian question. This theme, as treated in 
the school histories, is now rather anti- 
quated, for the Indians have had a century 
in which to become civilized, but the pupils 
cannot realize this. 

The principal, Miss Sarah Porter, wrote 
to the principal of Captain Pratt’s Indian 
school at Carlisle, Pa., asking him to con- 
siderashort correspondence between the pu- 
pils of both schools, with a view to enlight- 
ening each, but more particularly the young 
people in her school. 

This plan met with the approval of the 
Carlisle principal, and, accordingly, he sent 
a list of the names of his pupils to Miss 
Porter so that the letters might be addressed 
to individuals.. These names were distrib- 
uted among the pupils of the seventh and 
eighth grades, and there were not quite 
enough to go around, so that the rest wrote 
extras simply addressed to Dear Friend, 
one little fellow sending his to My Dear 
Unknown Friend.“ When these letters were 
written they were inspected by the teachers 
and forwarded to Carlisle. There were some 
slight mistakes made in the names. For in- 
stance, Ayche Sariacinto was told by one 
little fellow all about his achievements on 
the wheel and other sports, under the im- 
pression that Ayche was a boy, but W hen the 
answer was returned Ayche turned out to be 
a dainty little Pueblo maiden. 

Although the letters were all carefully 
inspected before mailing the character of 
the replies received from Carlisle showed 
that there had been considerable curiosity 
shown in regard to the savage instincts and 
training of the young Indians there. It was 
discovered that the question as to what 
tribe the recipient had belonged was gen- 
eral, and they replied- showing that the 
tribes had .been widely scattered, pupils 
from Alaska, Washington, Florida, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, New Mexico, New York, and 
other States and Territories showing a great 
many full blooded Indians, among whom 
was a direct descendent of Pontiac, besides 
a still larger number of halfbreeds, those 
from the southwestern States being part 
Spanish. It has been the intention as far 
as possible to separate the members of the 
same tribe and throw them among white 
people and members of other tribes as much 
as possible in order that they may not re- 
main clannish. . Their association with white 
pupils is a great benefit to them. This idea 
is still further carried out by placing them 
on farms in the country for their summer 
vacations, allowing them to keep the money 
they earn in this or any other way. 

The letters from these Indians showed 
that the school was up to dateinevery way, 
the vertical handwriting being universal, 
the sports of all other schools and colleges 
finding the same enthusiastic followers in 
this school. They spoke particularly of 
their football team and baseball nine. Of 
the former they are extremely proud, and 
claim that they have far greater endurance 
than any white team, although perhaps not 
having as good heads to plan the play. They 
all had a great deal to tell about trips 
through the beautiful scenery of Pennsyl- 
vania, and, in fact, seemed to have been 
following the same pursuits as any white 
boy might enjoy. 

All this was a great surprise to the chil- 
dren. They had expected a sort of war- 
whoop letter, filled with savagery. It was 
evident from some of the Indian letters that 
they had been asked about their habits in 
savage life, for they said decidedly, over and 
over again, that as to how long they had 
been savages before going to Carlisle, they 
never had been savages at all. In fact, most 
of them had always lived a civilized life in 
their own homes and going to school. They 
denied ever having had the pleasure of roam- 


ing over the prairies on Indian ponies, and 


had never had a chance to chase buffaloes, 
never had been or seen an Indian on the war- 
path, nor any war dance in paint and feath- 
ers. All these things were merely legends 
in their families the same as in those of their 
correspondents. They all enjoyed the priv- 
ileges of education and all the advantages of 
civilization, and expected to live the lives 
of honest men. 

The point of view from which these white 
children now think of Uncle Sam’s wards, 
and of all that he is doing for them, is a 
change from the opinions gleaned from the 
histories of the colonial days. 

The idea that Indian is a synonym for all 
that is savage and wild, and that the people 
of that race are bent only on war and scalp- 
ing, and the consumption of “ firewater,” 
was quickly exchanged for a more rational 
and true one. It is discovered that they are 
not so different from the rest of the inhabi- 
tants of the United States when given the 
privileges of civilized life, and that they 
are given those privileges without stint 
and are also appreciative of their privileges. 

It was somewhat of a disappointment to 
the pupils of the Bloomington schools, how- 


ever, for many of them expected to hear 


straight from champion scalpers, and ex- 
perienced war dancers, and buffalo chasers.

San Fran- 
cisco quoted further advances for wheat 
and reported the shipping demand much 
more active. Minneapolis flour advices 
were decidedly bullish. The sales by two 
firms on Tuesday equaled 61,000 bris, and 
two-thirds of this was on export account. 
Local flour exporters reported acceptances 
at prices considerably above previous sales. 
Clearances in wheat and flour equaled 760,- 
000 bu, agaimst receipts at all primary 
points of 1,078,000 bu. The Northwestern 
receipts were lighter than last week, but 
considerably greater than for last year. 
The total receipts at the two principal mar- 
kets were 762 cars, against 769 cars a week 
ago, and 445a year ago. Local receipts were 
145 cars. A cargo of 67,000 bu of No. 1 
Northern was inspected into store, and there 
was the equivalent of 70,000 bu of the same 
grade transferred from public to private 
houses. The local milling demand for wheat 
was decidedly indifferent, but there was in- 
quiry for both No. 2 hard and No. 2 srring 
for export. An incident in the speculative 
market was the buying of January at % 
to %c over May and the bidding of the 
premium up to c. 

The last quotations for provisions showed 
no change from the closing prices of Tues- 
day. The consideration on one side was the 
heavy movement of hogs and on the other 
the excellent cash business.

LUMBER ON ITS WINTER BASIS OF 
MODERATE ACTIVITY. 


Volume Not Appreciably Less than for 
the Last Two or Three Months and 
Still Very Much Larger than at This 
Time Last Year—Holders Generally 
of the Opinion That Prices Will ne. 
Higher Next Year, Which Makes 
Them Willing to Hold. 


— — 


LumbBer in a wholesale way has about 
settled down to its winter basis, which means 
a decreased volume of orders from the retail 
trade. Business, however, at this time is 
good and not in materially less volume than 
it was during the first two months of the 
fall season. But from this time on not such 
active conditions are expected to prevail. 
As compared with last year the present 
October-November business fs generally ad- 
mitted to be neariy 50 per cent over last year. 
This is in white pme, in which there is no 
disposition on the part of local dealers to 
urge sales. There may be one or two ex- 
ceptions to this rule, but in general the Chi- 
cago wholesalers are inclined to be con- 
servative in letting go their lumber. They 
realize that the chances of replacing their 
stock next spring at what it cost them this 
summer are rather doubtful, to say the least. 
The satisfactory condition of prices shows 
this. Quite a number of dealers shipping 
from this market are getting $11.50 and bet- 
ter for piece stuff. Items in some lengths of 
2x6 and 2x8 ares however, quoted at $11. 


prices are often shaded 500 and _ prob- 
ably in some instances this is true. It is 
moreover stated that northern wholesalers 
are shipping piece stuff into Chicago terri- 
tory on à basis of $10,50, and that Chicago 
wholesalers are inclined to meet northern 
prices when occasion demands. 

If trade keeps up moderately well during 
the winter as many have reason to expect, 
stocks of piece stuff will be pretty well 
broken in assortment by spring. There is no 
excessive amount on hand in the yards here, 
or at northern ports. Arrivals by water 
are already practically shut off and present 
stocks on anything like a fair demand will 
doubtless have to be replenished by rail 
shipments. 

The hardwood situation is decidedly 
stronger this fall than formerly, and in some 
lines stocks are actpally scarce. There is, 
comparatively speaking, little Southern 
lumber available at this time. The Southern 
rivers have been so low this fall that little if 
any stock has been moved by water and 
many points where there are large stocks 
are not accessible by rail; at least they can- 
not be profitably moved on account of the 
cost of freight. The shortage of cars 
throughout the South has been an additional 
embargd to the free movement of lumber 
from milling points. This has reduced the 
available, stocks of Southern hardwoods to 
the lowest amount known for some time. 
These conditioris have put up prices and the 
advance is being generally paid. ‘ 

Local demand for yellow pine is not pro- 
nounced, but from outside points rather 
better conditions are reported to prevail. 

The Timberman published this week a 
special edition, devoted largely to the lum- 
ber interests of Buffalo and the Tona- 


wandas. In it many questions in which there is 
an active trade interest are covered at unusual 
length. on the subject of the scarcity of dry 
maple that per says:

DECADENCE OF CHURCH MUSIC. 


Dr. Atchison of Wilmette, III., Says the 
New Songs Are Not Worthy 
of Methodism. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 24.—Dr. Charles F. 
Bradley of Evanston, III., presided at the 
third day’s session of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church congress. The devotional ex- 
ercises consisted of the quaint and solemn 
ceremonies of the early Christian church. 

Dr. H. D. Atchison of Wilmette, IIL, who 
spoke on church music, in the course of his 
remarks said: 

“It is a pity that the cycle of popular 
sacred song inaugurated by the early Meth- 
odist Church should have suffered carica- 
ture, but we all know that the style of music 
tolerated by the average revival meeting, 
camp-meeting, Sunday school, and Epworth 
league conventions is unworthy of the his- 
tory and genius of Methodism. Because of 
the vast market which they have offered to 
the products of mercenary trash writers 
Methodists have many musical sins to atone 
for. We are suffering from the lack of an 
authoritative censorship of the religious 
musical press.“ 

In his paper on church architecture T. 
W. Gaggin of Syracuse, N. Y., said: 

“If Christianity expects to have a Chris- 
tian art developed it must provide schools 
for teaching it. Methodism, with a hundred 
schools for teaching classical and scientific 
subjects, has only one school where any- 
thing is taught about practical architecture. 
If Methodism awakens to its opportunities 
soon enough it may be a leader in the new 
movement that will develop a typical style 
of building for Protestantism.”

the intrinsic merits and the availability of 
plans proposed for the reform of the cur- 
reney system by those whg are in favor of 
the maintenance of the gold standard. 

Those plans divide naturally into three 
classes. One class contemplates the with- 
drawal and cancellation of all government 
credit money—the currency of the country 
to be supplied by the banks. Another class 
contends the retention of government crecit 
mouey—its gold redemption being assured 
—and the retirement of all the bank notes; 
and finally there is Senator Gage’s com- 
posite plan and some others similar to it 
which contemplate retaining a part of the 
greenbacks in circulation on certain terms 
and filling up the vacuum with additional 
bank notes which are to be redeemed as 
set forth. 

As the day for the meeting of Congress 
is so near, the time was opportune for a 
closer study of the currency question. The 
people are thinking about and discussing it. 
Congress is preparing to considerit. There 
is an almost general agreement among sound 
money men that something ought to be done 
to simplify and strengthen it. There are 
no symptoms yet of an agreement as to 
what can or ought to be done. 

From the wide discussion of this im- 
portant and interesting topic Tue TrRipune 
was called away momentarily by the bark- 
ing and yelping of a pack of brainless 
newspapers curs. These small creatures, 
proud of a “ foolish consistency ” which ad- 
heres to the advocacy of old opinions, even 
when cunvinced that they are wrong, began 
throwing mud at this paper because it 
does not give utterance to the same views 
on some points that it seemed to have held 
in past time. 

Conditions have changed since then. The 
questions hurriedly studied at that time 
have been restudied thoughtfully in the 
light of new facts and difficulties. The 
point arises, Will Congress or rather the 
Senate allow anything in the way of 
monetary reform to be done this session? 

That the currency system is defective 
nobody denies! Even the silverites find 
fault with it. They are displeased because 
500 millions of silver and 450 millions of 
legal tender paper money have a purchasing 
power of 100 cents on the dollar. They 
wish to see it with a purchasing power 
of only 40 or 45 cents on the dollar—the 
less the better, in their minds. 

If the government had not bought so 
much silver bullion there would be less 
special need of currency reform now. It 
it had put in circulation less legal tender 
silver there would have been more gold in 
circulation. The ęxistence of the 346 mil- 
lions of legal tender greenbacks would have 
caused nobody any uneasiness or feeling of 
fear of a slump to the depreciated silver 
basis, Here is the situation at present 
viz.:

The 688 1-3 millions of paper currency are 
redeemable in “coin.” That is, if any 
President or Secretary of the Treasury 
were so to order the 452 million legal tender 
silver dollars could and would be used to 
redeem the paper currency. But not one 
of those dollars had contained a dollar’s 
worth of silver when coined. The value of 
that metal has been sinking since they

were coined. The bullion in them is worth 


only a little over 40 cents at present. 

If any President were to direct that legal 
tender notes be redeemd or the bonds be 
paid in those dubious silver dollars those 
dollars and the paper currency would slump 
to the bullion value of the dollars and carry 
down with them credits, notes, bonds, 
mortgages, bank accounts, deposits, and 
there would be a colossal panic spread all 
over the United States which would last for 
many years. 

President McKinley will give no such dis- 
honest order to act in that way. His suc- 
cessor may do it. It should be put out of 
his power to wreck the prosperity of the 
whole country in that way. While Presi- 
dent McKinley will do everything to uphold 
the gold standard, he should be given ample 
power by Congress to maintain it. There 
may be during his administration an ad- 
verse trade balance. There may be a panic 
abroad which will exert an effect here. If 
gold should be needed he can get it now 
only by selling “coin” bonds, and if gold 


| redemption of greenbacks were refused how 


much would those coin“ bonds sell for in 
the world’s standard meney. At present 
about 40 cents on the dollar. And as the 
security for the redemption of national 
bank notes would be based on those 
“coin” bonds the bottom would tum- 
ble out of the value of those “coin” 
bonds and of the bank notes depending on 
them for ultimate redemption; and the 
banks would fail utterly to redeem their 
notes in gold. Everything, then, depends 
upon supporting and upholding the gold 
standard of money, as any even half intelli- 
gent person cannot help seeing. 

If Senators and Representatives were 
agreed that the gold standard must be 
maintained all that would have to be done 
would be to agree on the best plan of doing 
it. But they are not agreed. The free sil- 
vor faction is very strong and malicious in 
the Senate, where, owing to the lack of 
rules with which to do business, a perverse 
minority can defeat or deluy action indefi- 
nitely. 


WEYLER GETS A WET BLANKET. 

There may be a disposition on the part of 
the foreign correspondenis to depreciate the 
character of General Weyler’s reception on 
liis return to Spain, but, making all due al- 
lowance for coloring, it is evident that the 
quality of the reception extended to him at 
Barcelona the other day was a distinct dis- 
appointment to his friends as well as a grat- 
ifying surprise to his enemies. This is all 
the more noteworthy in view of the place 
and time chosen for his landing—the for- 
mer being the city where the most bitter 
anti-American feeling was manifested a 
few months ago, and the latter after his 
ingo“ speeches delivered on the arrival 
of the Montserrat at Corunna a few days 
previous had had time to take effect among 
the people.

It is precisely such sentiments as these 
which lead the American people to indorse 
the position of Hannis Taylor that „Span- 
ish statesmen have no clear conception of 
the real meaning of the term ‘ autonomous 
government,“ and that their idea of the 
use of the colonies is something to be 
plucked and robbed at pleasure by the 
agents of the Spanish government. Up to 
the time of accession of the Sagasta Cab- 
inet this class of leaders has been in con- 
trol, and if it has ever professed a willing- 
ness to grant reforms in Ouba it has in- 
variably violated its most solemn promises, 
This is a fact which weakens confidence in 
the success of the Sagasta policy, in spite 
of the evident purposes of President Me- 
Kinley to give it a chance to try its hand 
under the most favorable conditions.

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YERKES’ FALSEHOOD SQUELCHED, 

Charles T. Yerkes understands the street 
car business and how to rob it of its rev- 
enues. He has made a fortunc at it. 
Whether: his methods have been such as 
moralists approve of is not a doubtful ques- 
tion. They have grieved over those 
methods while boodling Aldermen have re- 
joiced at them. But by heok and by crook— 
mainly the latter—Yerkes has acquired 
great wealth in Chicago, much of which 
he proposes to squander in keeping a leaky, 
losing newspaper afloat. 

The first use which Yerkes makes of his 
new purchase is to attack Tur: TRIBUNE 
for its opposition to the robberies the trac- 
tion companies are practicing on the city 
by the purchased connivance of certain Al- 
dermen. 

Editor Yerkes opened fire by charging that 
Tue TRIBUNE company ought to be made 
to pay twice as high a rental for the 
use of the two school lots on Dearborn 
street which it has leased from the School 
board. ae 

Tun TRIBUNE replied that the total rental 
income from that property is $18,000 a 
year, of which it,is paying to the city now 
at the rate of 57% per cent; and is to pay 
60 per cent after the year 1905. 

Editor Yerkes was asked whether his 
and the other traction companies con- 
tributed as much percentage of thcir year’s 
gross receipts. 

That question he does not answer, but 
dodges and raises the point that THE 
TRIBUNE company had no right to collect 
a cent of that $18,000. He states the cage 
as follows: 


„ The Tribune is a corporation, incorporated 
for the purpose of publishing a newspaper and 
transacting such business as is legitimately mei- 
dental thereto. This $18,000 is derived from a 
source foreign to its legitimate corporate exist- 
ence. It represents rents received from that por- 
tion of The Tribune Building not in use or needed 
by it for its own rightful purposes. When it 
leased the property on which its building stands 
it was a corporation, empowered to lease land only 
for its corporate purposes, among which was not 
the power or authority to release any portion 
thereof. The land is rented for publishing pur- 
poses only, and it now stands admitted by The 
Tribune that it has received $18,000 annually 
outside of the legitimate and lawful purposes of 
the lease. 

“Now mark how plain a tale will put 
him down.” The charter of Tue Trisune 
company, granted by the Legislature of the 
State gf Illinois in 1861, contains the fol- 
lowing provisions: 


Fifth—The said company shall have power to 
purchase and hold so much real estate and lots 


not exceeding 200 deet front, on any street in the 


City of Chicago, and to erect suitable buildings 
thereon, the same to be used mainly in the print- 
ing, publishing, binding, and manufacturing busi- 
ness as aforesaid: and all real estate purchased 
under the provisions of such fifth, or under those 
of article third and article fourth may be sold, 
aliencd, and conveyed, at the pleasure of said 
Tribune company. All déeds of real estate shall 
be made to said Tribune company, ard deeds and 
conveyances made by said company shall be au- 
‘thorized by vote of the stockholders who own or 
legally represent at least two-tnirds of the shares 
of the stock of seid company, and said deeds and 
conveyances shall be signed by the President and 
secretary of sald company, and be attested by the 
corporate seal thereof. 

Sixth — Said TRIBUNE COMPANY SHALL 
HAVE POWER TO LEASE SUCH REAL Es- 
TATE AND BUILDINGS AS MAY BE necessary 
to carry on the business of said company, and 
sait company MAY SUBLET OR LEASE TO 
OTHERS SUCH APARTMENTS OR ROOMS IN 


THEIR OWN BUILDINGS, OR BUILDINGS 


LEASED BY THEM, AS MAY NOT BE NEED- 
ED IN THE PRINTING, PUBLISHING, AND 
BINDING BUSINESS as aforesaid. 


The charter which contains the above 
provisions is a contract between the State 
of Illinois and Tun Tinu company. It 
is protected by the constitution of 
United States, which declares that con- 
tracts shall not be violated. . Under the 
charter Tun TRIBUNE company is clearly 
entitled to those rents which that uew- 
fledged editor and lawyer, Yerkes, asserts 
it receives unlawfully. 

There is no limitation on the amount of 
land the company may lease, but it has 
leased only 120 feet front, while it is em- 
powered to buy 200 feet front. It has kept 
close within the provisions of its charter. 

But even if that charter did not contain 
a grant of the power to lease to subtenaunts, 
it would have full power to lease portions 
of its own building which it did not need 
for its own ptirposes. That was the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court in the quo war- 
ranto suit brought by Attorney General 
Moloney against the Pullman company. 

It should also be borne in mind that when 
Tue TrRisunz company acquired the 
Mackin leasehold it was taken subject to 
the existing leases made by him. ‘The 
present tenants have a lawful right to stay 
where they are until their leases run out if 
they pay their rents. Why they should not 
pay rent until then to the present owner of 
the leasehold Tun Trreune company and 
nobody else can understand. 

When those leases expire Tun Tarpum 
company. contemplates the removal of the 
present buildings and the erection of a new 
structure, which will be occupied mainly 
by Tue TristNxe company in its business. 
That part of its building which it does not 
need it intends to rent, under its charter. 

So much for the sham issue Yerkes has 
tried to raise to divert*attention from his 
own conduct. Tun Trisnvunz company 
pays over to the School board 57% per cent 
of the gross income of the two lots it has 
leased in Dearborn street. Yerkes pays 
less than 3 per cent license for his monopoly 
grip fot two generations on 650 miles of 
thoroughfares of this city. Tun Tatum 
is collecting as it falls due $18,000 a year 
from its tenants. Yerkes’ companies and 
the other traction companies collect nearly 
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pice to the people.

There were 
feasts at every house, but that at Eider 
Brewster’s led all the rest. It was pre 
pared by Priscilla, who afterwards mar- 
ried John Alden. Massasoit and his friend- 
ly Indians were bidden to partuke of the 
good cheer. There were prayer and psalm 
singing and much serious dignified talk ap- 
propriate to the occasion. Then followed 
feasting and games, recreations and ath- 
letic sports, and that doughty warrior, Miles 
Standish, drilled his little army for the en- 
tertainment of the redskins. 

Such was the first Thanksgiving and 
from that day to this it has been celebrated 
in Massachusetts and New England. 
Originally a local celebration, it has gradu- 
ally extended all over the country, and its 
national significance is indelibly connected 
with the name of Abraham Lincoln and 
the close of the civil war. During its 
evolution, however, the manner of its cele- 
bration has changed in some respects. 
The gathering togethér of the family still 
cheracterizes the day and constitutes its 
most charming feature. The religious ob- 
servance, however, has grown less general. 
In the old days the feast was most de- 
voutly observed and the dinner was pre- 
luded by family attendance at church aud 
the listening to a sermon’of more than the 
ordinary length. As the years have pussed, 
however, the public has turned more and 
more to entertainment and sports of an 
athletic kind and to such an cxtent that 
it is apparent the churches will have to 
devise some more attractive program than 
the repetition of a regular Sunday service 
if the religious feature of Thanksgiving 
day is to be preserved. The crowning 
characteristic of the day, however, has been 
kept. The turkey still remains the head 
of the feast and indicates the claim original- 
ly made by Washington Irving that the 
gobbler should have been the national bird 
justead of the eagle, who has little to com- 
mend him for a place, being by nature a 
sloven, a thief, and a coward, as well as 
inedible, and therefore of no special serv- 
The turkey will be the 
center piece of every table, the very core 
of Thanksgiving, the concentrated ex- 
pression of gratitude, as well as the link 
which connects Thanksgiving in this year 
of grace with the first one which was cele- 
brated on the “ stern and rockbound coast 
of Massachusetts, where the Pilgrims made 
the woods ring with their hymns of lofty 
cheer.

A SPECIAL SESSION TO BE CALLED. 

The conference of Republican members 
of the Fortieth General Assembly, in ses- 
sion at Springfield on Tuesday last, took ac- 
tion which is regarded as settling the ques- 
tion of an approaching special session in the 
aflirmative. This result is all the more grat- 
ifying in view of the fact that it was 
reached after most careful deliberation and 
by unanimous vote in a meeting in which 
ninety-four out of 127 members of both 
Houses were present, with nine others 
(making a total of 103) pledging them- 
selves to abide by the will of the majority. 

While the question of a reapportionment 
of the State into Congressional and Sena- 
torial districts was recognized as the main 
issue before the conference and the point 
upon which the conclusion turned, assur- 
ance was given that the revenue question, 
as it affects the City of Chicago, will be in- 
cluded in the call which the Governor is 
now expected to issue in due time. There 
will also be a strong effort made to induce 
the Governor to include in his call legisla- 
tion bearing upon the primary election law, 
and as there is no conclusive evidence that 
he is opposed to such a measure it may be 
successful, especially if strong evidence 
should be presented that such legislation is 
demanded. 

Under the terms of the resolutions adopt- 
ed by the confereice the work of preparing 
a Senatorial apportionment bill will be in- 
trusted to a committee consisting of sixteen 
members—six from Cook County and ten 
from the country districts—each section to 
be divided equally between the supporters 


and opponents of Senate bill 442, which, 


failed of adoption in the House at the reg- 
ular session. In case of the failure of this 
committee to agree upon a bill the subject 
will go before a joint caucus of all the Re- 
publican members, but whether the bill shal) 
be prepared by the Committee of Sixteen 
or by general caucuses the members of the

REVENUE LEGISLATION. 

Messrs. John P. Wilson and John 8. 
Miller have completed the draft of a rev- 
enue bill and steps will be taken at once to 
secure its indorsement by the Revenue com- 
mittees of the House and Senate, If it 
meets with their approval it may be taken 
for granted that a majority of the mem- 
bers of the Legislature will favor it. 

It is understood that the bill incorporates 
the suggestions made by Mr. Wilson in his 
speech at the Commercial club dinner. 
That is, it abolishes the Chicago Town Col- 
lectors and makes provision for the elec- 
tion of a Board of Assessors of three mem- 
bers. Assessments are made by them and 
they are given sufficient time in which to do 
the work. The valuation of real estate will 
stand for four years. 

The County Judge, City Controller, and 
County Treasurer are to be a Board of Re- 
view and will hear appeals from the valua- 
tions made by the Assessors. What the bill 
provides on the ticklish point of the percent- 
age of actual cash value to be taken as a 
basis for taxation has not been made 
known. 

It is to be hoped that the members of the 
Revenue committees and other legislators 
to whom this draft of a bill is to be sub- 
mitted will make up their minds speedily 
to support it. They certainly will do so 
when the necessity and the legality of it 
are explained to them by the eminent law- 
yers who have prepared it.. With strong 
legislative backing assured, the Governor 
cannot hesitate to include revenue legisla- 
tion in the list of subjects to be considered 
at the special session he is going to call. 


A GRANT STATUE IN WASHINGTON. 

Among the various recommepdations con- 
tained in the report of the Secretary of 
War to the President there is none which 
will receive a more cordial and widespread 
indorsement than his suggestion regard- 
ing an appropriation by Congress for the 
erection in the City of Washington of a 
memorial statue of General Grant. No fact 
will be more universally recognized than 
that there should be in the national capital 
some structure commemorative of the serv- 
ices and commensurate with the fame of the 
greatest military leader the country has 
ever produced, and this work should not be 
delayed any longer. 

The career of General Grant among the 
soldiers of the republic was must unique, 
and appeals most strongly to the enthusiasw 
and the patriotism not only of his brother 
soldiers, but every true-bearted American 
citizen. His strongest characteristic was 
his power as an aggressive General and 
leader. He always acted on the offensive. 
He always attacked. Even at Shiloh, when 
his advance was taken by surprise at sun- 
rise on the morning of April 6, 1862, while 
he was a dozen miles away superintending 
the hurrying forward of reinforcements, he 
tenaciously and with inferior force held the 
battlefield until the Confederates stopped 
the fighting before sundown. During the 
night he brought his new forces into line 
and, renewing the battle at sunrise next 
morning, won a complete victory. 

General Grant began his offensive tactics 
when, as Colonel of the Twenty-first II- 
linois, he entered Missouri, soon thereafter 
to be promoted to the rank of Brigadier 
General, and continued them until Lee’s 
surrender at Appomattox. He acted on 
the offensive when, commanding at Cairo, 
he fought the battle of Belmont and seized 
Paducah. He attacked at Fort Donelson 
and captured an army; then would have 
pushed on and captured Nashville, but was 
held in check by a timid officer in the chief 
command who had no true conception of 
the situation or of the character of the 
leader who had won the first decisive vic- 
tory of the war. 

He attacked the Confederates in west 
Tennessee and drove them before him; 
pushed down into Mississippi and, by a 
“flank movement,” which was a surprise 
to the military world, got into their rear 
at Vicksburg and, after fighting half a 


dozen battles in rear and front, captured | 


that stronghold with its 85,000 troops. 
Then he went to the relief of Rosecrans’ 
defeated and starving army at Chattanewga: 
forward hastened reinforcements. under 
Sherman and others, and having maneuv- 
ered them so as to turn the rebel position 
under Bragg and placed his forces in proper 
position, he made three grand simultaneous 
assaults, carried the enemy’s center, turned 
his flank, and completely routed him. He 
quickly marched to the relief of Burn- 
side’s beleaguered forces at Knoxville, at- 
tacked and beat back Longstreet, and drove 
the rebel forces out of east Tennessee us 
he had driven them out of wéstern Tennes- 
see, western Kentucky, and Mississippi. 
He organized a. d offensive campaign 
against the able and adroit Confederate 
leader, Joe Johnston, which resulted in 
driving him out of Georgia and Alabamia, 
and the seizure of such important rebel

He also sent in a fleet under Far- 
ragut and an army under Canby to capture 
Mobile and the rebel army there, which 
was splendidly executed just as it had been 
planned and with the effect intended. He 
placed a large force of cavalry under that 
dashing leader, General James H. Wilson 
of Illinois, to sweep through Mississippi, 
Alabama, and Georgia and clear up all 
that had been left behind, which he did 


in magnificent style and with paralyzing 


effect on the rebel cause. Wilson had 
already aided General Thomas in putting a 


quietus upon Hood's movements in front 


of Nashville in the winter of 18$4—a serv- 


ice which was performed under the in- 


structions of General Grant.- And so on till 


the last armed foe surrendered, peace was 


restored, and the union saved. 

In al) history of America and Europe, 
ancient or modern, no other General was 
so uniformly and brilliantly successful. 


He won all the battles in which he fought, 


as well as those which he planned and which 


were carried out by his subordinates as 


planned. The debt which the nation owes 


to this wonderfuldeader can never be fully 
paid; but the honor to his memory may 
serve to aid posterity to admire his patri- 


otic services. 


UNFORTUNATELY the story that Mr. Yerkes 
is going to resign the Washington and La 
Salle street tunnels lacks confirmation.

PROSTITUTE JOURNALISM. | 


Why Yerkes Wants a Newspaper—The 
Yerkes Style of Journalism 
Roasted. 


The country has a profound distrust and 
dislike of men of the Yerkes and Spreckels 
stripe. They are commonly looked upon 
as the personifications of a greed as un- 
Scrupulous as it is limitless. Ranked in the 
popular conception among the boodle kings 
to whom the buying up of State Legislatures 
and municipal councils seems a matter of 
legitimate ‘enterprise, and the successful 
bribing of jurymen an instance only of su- 
perior shrewdness, there would seem to be 
no bounds to the corrupt practices used for 
their self-aggrandizement through the other- 
wise unpaid absorption of public franchises.

When such men as these buy up and as- 
sume the control of prominent’ news- 
papers like the Chicago Inter Ocean and the 
San Francisco Call, the minds of not a few 
people are filled with apprehension. Plain- 
ly, the purchases are not made as ordinary 
money-making investments. Those multi- 
millionaires have other more directly profit- 
able ways of using their money. ‘Bhey are 
not looking for newspaper dividends. They 
have gone into the newspaper business sim- 
ply for the purpose of furthering their mo- 


nopolistic schemes in other directions—of 


giving journalistic support and encourage- 
ment to their tools in public office, of se- 
curing the nomination and election of other 
tools, and of yoking so far as possible the 
enginery of partisan politics to their own 
schemes of aggrandizement. Alarmed ob- 
servers say: “If such men can buy up two 
papers, what is to hinder their buying an- 
other and another, until all the great dailies 
shall come under their control; and the 
press, which should be the bulwark of our 
liberties and our sure defense against cor- 
ruptionists, shall itself be converted into the 
servant of a corrupt moneyed oligarchy?’ 

But these frightened individuals forget 
several very important facts in the case, 
some of which must have been forgotten 
also by the geritlemen who have gone into 
the buying up of newspapers for the ends 
described. The most important of these 
is that when the control of a newspaper 
is known to have been acquired for such 
purposes its influence in the community 
is practically destroyed at once. People 
may for a while continue to buy it for its 
news; but its editorial influence is reduced 
to zero. Even the authenticity of its news 
bearing upon topics affecting the interest 
of its owners will be questioned. The trans- 
fer of its types, presses, subscription list, 
and franchises is quickly found not to have 
carried with it any moral or political power 
it may have gained under the previous in- 
dependent control. You can no more trans- 
fer to corrupt ownership the influence of 
free, liberty-loving journalism than you can 
convert the American eagle into a barnyard 
fowl, or the morning star into a stable lan- 
tern. 

Furthermore, every journal thus bought 
up is bound to witness a steady petering 
out of its subscription list and advertising 
patronage. No resort to sensationalism, 
no gift enterprises, no lowering of the sub- 
scription price can long avert such results. 
Like a known hypocrite in the pulpit, the 
paper will address a constantly diminish- 
ing audience. 80 in no case will the time 
be far distant when those who have sought 
to use “ freedom’s bulwark” to serve in- 
terests hostile to the public welfare will 
find out the immensity of their mistake, and 
retire from newspaper enterprise in dis- 
gust, leaving the paper again to the inde- 
pendent ownership under which alone it can 
permanently prosper or efficiently mold pub- 
lic opinion.—St. Paul Pioneer-Preéss.

From that time on the country delega- 
tions, who would naturally have gone to Con- 
gressman Albert J. Hopkins, who towered 
head and shoulders over Tanner in every 
way, had the specter of the 300 solid votes 
of Cook County towering over them. But 
Tanner would not have secured enough 
votes to nominate him if his lieutenants had 
not used the same tactics in the country 
districts as were used in Chicago to get 
control of the primaries. 

As chairman of the State Central commit- 
tee Tanner was acquainted with nearly all 
of the politicians of the State, and he called 
to him nearly all the unscrupulous political 
manipulators in the State to try their wiles 
in the country districts. The result was that 
in a good many cases they succeeded, in the 
face of public sentiment, in securing instruc- 
tions for Tanner, so that at the State con- 
vention he had an easy time in securing the 
nomination. 

As an instance of the Governor’s methods, 
the Republican office was promised the po- 
sition of State Printer by one of the Gov- 
ernor’s local henchmen, if the influence of 
the paper was thrown to him, but as the 
bait didn’t work they had to be satisfied

ROADS SO FAR SATISFACTORY,

Freight Showing Less than for Oeto- 
ber, but Passenger Profits Greater— 
Statements of Various Lines—Texas 
Cotton Crop—History of the Colum- 
bia and Maryland—Interchangeable 
Mileage Credit System—Farther Cut 
in St. Paul~Chicago Rates Denied, 


November earnings of Western roads have 
thus far been satisfactory, though they will 
not come anywhere near the earnings for 
October, when the high-water mark was 
reached since the wave of prosperity struck 
the country. 

While freight earnings in November are 
not up to those for October, passenger earn- 
ings are considerably larger. Owing to the 
close of lake nayigation not as much freight 
will go via Chicago as during the last three 
of four months, but in the spring it is be- 
lieved business will come here in greater 
volume than ever before. 

Milwaukee and St. Paul gross earnings for 
the third week in November were $770,029, 
an increase of $109,018. Net earnings may 
not be so large owing to increased operating 
expenses. 

Gross earnings of the Wabash for the third 
week in November were $257,275, an increase 
of $21,774.
